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In  previous  reports  the  proportion  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  to 
the  population  has  been  estimated  in  various  ways.  For  a  few  years  the 
estimation  was  made  upon  the  figures  derived  from  the  census  taken  in  a 
given  year,  and  the  same  number  of  population  used  each  year  until 
the  next  census  was  available.  In  other  periods  an  estimate  was  made 
upon  an  arithmetical  increase.  The  present  issue,  however,  gives  all  esti- 
mates in  proportion  to  population  by  geometrical  ratio,  and  which  gives  a 
more  rational  uniform  increase  than  has  been  previously  observed.  This 
is  seen  in  Table  XVI. 

Under  the  class  of  Zymotic  Diseases  we  have  previously  had  Miasmatic 
Diseases  as  Order,  or  Group,  One ;  and  Enthetic  Diseases  as  Order,  or 
Group,  Two.  As  the  word  Miasmatic  is  inappropriate  at  the  present  day 
to  such  diseases  as  diphtheria,  measles,  and  scarlet  fever,  and  as  these 
are,  with  many  other,  dependent  upon  the  introduction  into  the  system  of 
a  morbilic  material,  they  are,  therefore,  contagious  or  infectious.  As 
some  controversy  is  liable  to  arise  as  to  the  preference  in  use  of  either  of 
these  terms,  it  has  been  thought  desirable  to  use  the  word  Communicable, 
which  will  include  both.  In  this  group  have  been  gathered  all  diseases 
acknowledged  to  be  dependent  upon  the  presence  of  some  morbid  entity 
which  in  some  instances  has  been  demonstrated  to  be  due  to  a  micro- 
organism, while  with  others  it  is  assumed  by  analogy  to  these  conditions 
that  they  may  be  due  to  the  same  cause. 

A  more  extended  explanation  of  the  reclassification  of  these  diseases 

will  be  found  under  Names  of  Causes  of  Death,  hi  Appendix  A,  page  207 

of  this  report.

The  number  of  native  fathers  of  children  born,  in  1900,  was 
2,152  less  than  the  number  of  foreign  fathers,  and  the  number 
of  native  mothers  was  2,070  less  than  of  foreign. 

Births  of  Colored  Children. 

The  number  of  births  of  children  of  colored  parentage  reported 
for  the  year  1900  is  231.  This  number  is  30  greater  than  in  1899, 
and  also  15  greater  than  in  1898. 

In  regard  to  sex,  the  numbers  and  proportions  were  as  fol- 
lows, viz.:  males,  120;  females,  111;  or  108.1  males  to  each  100 
females. 

As  the  number  of  colored  persons  in  the  State  was,  according 
to  the  census  of  1900,  9,125,*  the  ratio  of  births  in  this  class  would 
be  25.3  per  thousand,  or  1  to  each  39.5  colored  inhabitants.

Sixty-eight  of  the  illegitimates  were  bom  of  indigent,  pauper, 
or  criminal  mothers,  in  public,  charitable,  or  penal  institutions. 

Fifty-three  of  these  sixty-eight  births  occurred  at  the  Lying-in- 
Hospital,  in  the  city  of  Providence. 

The  proportion  of  illegitimates  to  the  whole  number  of  births 
was  about  one  in  every  74  cases,  or  about  13  in  every  1,000. 
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The  number  of  marriages  registered  in  Rhode  Island,  during 
the  year  1900,  was  3,936.  This  number  is  658  more  than  in  1898, 
and  503  more  than  in  1899.

According  to  the  returus  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  (State  Begistrar)  by  the  clerks  of  the  Supreme 
Courts  of  the  diiFerent  counties  of  Rhode  Island,  the  number  of 
applications  for  divorce,  during  1900,  was  seven  hundred  and  four- 
teen (714). 

The  number  of  divorces  granted,  during  1900,  was  four  hundred 
and  sixty-six. 

There  were  66  more  applications,  during  1900,  than  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  number  of  divorces  granted  was  64  more. 

Divorces  are  decreed  for  the  following  seven  statute  causes,  viz.: 

1.  Adultery. 

2.  Extreme  cruelty. 

3.  Willful  desertion  for  five  years  of  either  of  the  parties,  or 
for  a  shorter  period,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

4.  Continued  drunkenness. 

6.  Neglect  or  refusal  to  provide  necessaries  (having  ability) 
for  the  subsistence  of  a  wife. 

6.  Gross  misbehavior  and  wickedness  other  than  aforesaid. 

7.  Impotency. 

Divorces  are  also  decreed,  or  marriages  set  aside,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court,  for  ascertained  affinity,  consanguinity,  idiocy, 
insanity,  penitentiary  crimes,  and  bigamous  or  otherwise  illegal 
marriage.

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  Rhode  Island  during  1900, 
according  to  the  returns  made  to  the  State  Registrar,  was  eight 
thousand,  eight  hundred  and  twenty-three  (8,823). 

This  number  is  larger  by  1,918  than  that  of  the  year  1898,  and 
1,365  larger  than  that  of  1899. 

The  death  rate  (20.(5  in  every  1,000  living  persons)  was  three 
higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year.

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CAUSES  OF  DEATH,  1900. 


The  statisticB  of  the  causes  of  death  in  Bhocle  Island,  in  1900, 
may  be  found  in  Tables  VII,  VIII,  IX,  and  X.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  deaths,  as  previously  stated,  was  8,823,  which  was  1,365 
^eater  than  the  number  returned  in  1899,  and  1,918  greater  than 
the  number  reported  in  1898.  The  number  of  which  the  cause  of 
death  was  reported  was  8,790,  and  the  number  of  which  the  cause 
was  not  stated  was  33.

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The  number  of  deaths  from  consumption,  in  1900,  was  15  more 
than  in  1899,  an  increase  of  1.5  per  cent. 

From  pneumonia  there  was  an  increase  of  280  deaths  from  that 
of  the  previous  year,  or  40.8  per  cent.  The  fatality  from  pneu- 
monia has  been  slowly  increasing,  in  proportion  to  whole  number 
of  deaths,  for  the  last  twenty  years. 

From  diseases  of  the  heart  there  was  an  increase  of  53  deaths 
from  1900.  Diseases  of  the  heart  have  been  steadily  increasing 
as  causes  of  death,  the  mortality  in  1900  being  the  largest  ever 
recorded  in  this  State. 

From  kidney  diseases  there  was  an  increase  of  39,  or  more  than 
8.5  per  cent.,  over  the  number  in  1899. 

There  were  255  deaths  from  influenza,  in  1900,  an  increase  of  27 
from  the  number  in  1899.

COMPARATIVE  STATISTICS  AND  COMMENTS. 


There  have  been  presented  in  the  preceding*  pages,  numerically 
and  in  tabular  form,  the  different  causes  of  death  in  llhode  Island, 
in  1900,  with  various  summaries  and  illustrations.  In  Tables  VII 
and  VIII  they  were  presented  at  considerable  length,  in  various 
specific  terms;  in  Table  IX  more  or  less  grouped  in  a  general 
nosological  arrangement ;  and  in  Table  X  the  same  for  a  period 
of  forty-seven  years. 

In  Table  VII  the  number  of  deaths  from  each  caum  and  of  each 
sex  is  shown,  for  each  month  in  the  year,  and  the  nativity  and  par- 
entage of  the  decedents  from  each  caufie  during  the  year. 

In  Table  VIII  the  number  of  decedents  of  each  mx,  from  each 
cause,  in  the  different  periodic  of  life,  is  given. 

In  Table  IX,  with  the  Bertillon  classification  and  percentage  of 
causes  of-  death,  the  number  of  each  general  cause,  in  each  divis- 
ion of  larger  population,  is  given. 

In  Table  X  a  nosological  summary  of  causes  of  death  for  the 
whole  State,  in  each  of  forty-eight  years,  is  given,  also  the  same 
Table  (X)  arranged  by  the  Bertillon  system. 

Table  LX  is  a  compend,  in  part,  of  Tables  VII,  VIII,  and  IX, 
previously  alluded  to,  and  contains  the  particulars  of  the  most 
imi)ortant  causes  of  death  in  1900,  and  comprises  the  principal 
causes  which  will  be  commented  upon  in  the  following  pages :

As  a  result  of  inattention  on  the  part  of  those  having  the  carsfl 
of  children,  3  fell  into  hot  water  while  the  attention  of  the  mother^ 
was  engaged  elsewhere,  the  receptades  containing  tbe  hot  water  ■! 
being  left  sufficiently  convenient  for  tbe  children  to  climb  or  fall 
into  them;  1  pulled  over  upon  himself  teapot  containing  hot  tea; 
6  children  were  poisoned  by  being  allowed  access  to  poisonous 
substances;  6  children  received  burns  which  caused  death,  as  the 
result  of  playing  with  bonfires  or  matches.  J 

It  is  interesting  to  note  tbe  large  number  of  cases  resulting* 
from  fractiires  of  the  long  bones  lis  the  sequence  of  a  slight  fall. 
This  is  especially  noticeable  in  fractures  of  tbe  hip  in  old  people. 
Of  the  sixteen  v.4io  died  from  falls  downstairs,  1*2  were  over  50 
years  of  age.

Of  the  whole  number  of  deaths  by  accidents,  254  were  mala 
and  82  were  females ;  110  were  of  native  aud  226  of  foreign  parent 
age,  or  32,7  percent,  of  native  to  G7,3  of  foreign. 

Of  tbe  sexes,  the  proportion  was  T5.<;  per  cent,  of  male  decedeatl 
to  '2i.i  per  cent,  of  female  decedents. 

In  regard  to  periods  of  life,  the  decedents  from  aocidentB 
causes,  were  divided  as  follows :  under  5  yeara,  52 ;  5  and  nnd)

Apoplexy  and  Paralysis. 

There  were  506  deaths  from  apoplexy  and  paralysis  in  Rhode 
Island,  in  1900,  according  to  the  returns.  The  number  reported 
is  49  more  than  in  the  year  1899. 

The  whole  number  of  deaths  from  these  two  causes  represents 
5.74  per  cent,  of  all  cmises,  and  a  proportion  of  1.11  to  every  one 
thousand  of  the  population. 

Of  the  sexes,  there  were  248  males  and  258  females. 

Of  parentage,  275  were  of  native  parentage,  and  231  of  foreign. 

As  observed  in  previous  reports,  the  older  native  population 
has  steadily  been,  in  a  very  large  proportion,  more  prone  to  apo- 
plexy than  the  foreign,  or  the  children  of  the  foreign,  population. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  apoplexy 
and  paralysis,  to  the  whole  mortality  from  all  causes,  has  steadily 
increased  from  about  three  and  three-quarters  per  cent.,  during 
the  first  quinquennial  (1866-1870),  to  nearly  six  per  cent,  during 
the  quinquennial  (1896-1900). 

The  following  Table  will  present  the  sex,  parental,  and  local 
relations  of  apoplexy  and  paralysis,  as  causes  of  death,  during 
the  last  thirty-five  years  (Providence  city  not  included  in  the 
Providence  county  statement) :

From  a  greater  perfection  in  <liagDosi»  of  ditieatte  of  the  aMom- 
ioal  viscera,  the  lUsease  known  as  appendicitiu  has  received  greater 
attention.  This  was  probably  reported  in  previous  yeara  under 
the  head  of  diseases  of  the  bowels,  intussusception,  or  peritonitis. 

During  1900  there  were  34  deaths  from  appeudicitis  rejKirted, 
and  of  this  number  operations  were  performed  in  24  cases. 

As  there  were  15  deaths  from  peritonitits  in  1900,  this  would 
represent  over  sixty-nine  per  cent,  of  the  combined  numbers. 

Of  the  34  cases  uf  appendicitis,  23  were  males,  and  11  were 
females.     14  were  of  native,  and  20  of  foreign  parentage.

This  number  represents  3.34  per  cent,  of  all  causes,  and  a  pro- 
portion of  .69  to  every  one  thousand  of  the  j}opulatio7i. 

Of  the  295  decedents,  143  were  males,  and  152  were  females ;  or 
at  the  rate  of  94  males  to  each  100  females. 

In  relation  to  parentage,  116  were  of  native,  and  179  of  foreign 
parentage. 

In  regard  to  age,  183  of  the  decedents  were  under  6  years  of  age, 
11  were  between  5  and  20  years,  5  between  20  and  40  years,  19  be- 
tween 40  and  60  years ;  and  of  the  remaining  77  decedents,  above 
60  years  of  age,  there  were  36  deaths  from  chronic  bronchitis. 

During  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  the  decedents  from 
bronchitis  numbered  160,  during  the  last  four  months  the  number 
was  75. 

The  very  large  increase  in  the  proportionate  mortality  from 
bronchitis,  during  the  last  twenty  years,  will  scarcely  fail  to  be 
noticed  in  Table  LXVI.

The  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria,  in  1900,  was  190,  which 
was  104  more  than  in  1899,  or  an  increase  of  1  per  cent. 

This  number  represents  2.15  per  cent,  of  all  causes,  or  a  propor- 
tion of  .44  to  every  one  thousand  of  the  population. 

Se^x, — Of  the  190  decedents,  106  were  males,  and  84  were  females. 

Parentage, — There  were  70  of  native,  and  114  of  forei*^  parent- 
age, or  a  proportion  of  al>out  150  of  foreign  parentage  to  every 
100  of  native. 

Season, — There  were  46  deaths  from  diphtheria  in  the  first  quar- 
ter, 30  the  second  quarter,  27  in  the  third  quarter,  and  87  in  the 
fourth  quarter. 

Age. — There  were  127  deaths  under  5  years  of  age,  49  between 
6  and  10,  6  between  10  and  15,  3  between  15  and  20,  and  5  above 
20  years  of  age. 

locality, — Of  the  190  decedents,  136  were  in  Providence  county, 
5  in  Bristol  county,  22  in  Kent  county,  15  in  Newport  county,  and 
12  in  Washington  county.

The  number  of  decedents  from  the  various  forms  of  diseases  of 
the  heart,  as  reported  in  1900,  was  701.  The  number  is  53  greater 
than  that  of  1900. 

This  number  represents  7.95  per  cent,  of  all  causes,  and  a  pro- 
portion of  1.63  to  every  1,000  of  the  population. 

Sex, — There  were  319  male  decedents,  and  382  female  decedents ; 
a  proportion  of  about  84  males  to  every  100  females,  but  these 
proportions,  although  varying  from  year  to  year,  are  not  greatly 
different. 

Parentage, — Of  the  701  decedents  from  diseases  of  the  heart,  in 
1900,  there  were  319  of  native  parentage,  and  382  of  foreign,  a 
proportion  of  about  84  of  native  parentage  to  every  100  of 
foreign.  Except  in  1892,  1893,  1896,  and  1900,  it  has  been  the 
invariable  rule  of  the  whole  period  of  registration  that  the  native 
population  is  more  subject  to  heart  disease  than  the  foreign.

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Sex, — Of  the  11,530  persons  deceased  from  diseases  of  the  heart, 
in  the  last  thirty-five  years,  5,802  were  males,  and  5,728  were  fe- 
males ;  or  101  males  to  each  100  females. 

Parentage, — Of  the  11,530  decedents,  during  thirty-five  years, 
6,365  were  of  native  parentage,  and  5,165  of  foreign.  The  pro- 
portions would,  therefore,  stand  as  follows :  To  every  100  of  for- 
eign parentage  there  were  about  123  of  native ;  or  about  55  native 
and  45  of  foreign  parentage  in  every  100  deaths.  This  diflference 
has  been  gradually  diminishing.  In  1892  there  were  2  more 
deaths  of  foreign  than  of  native  parentage;  in  1893  there  were 
7  more  deaths  of  foreign  than  of  native  parentage ;  in  1896  there 
were  24  more  deaths  of  foreign  than  of  native  parentage ;  in  1897, 
however,  there  were  20  more  deaths  of  native  than  of  foreign 
parentage ;  in  1898  there  were  15  more  deaths  of  native  than  of 
foreign  parentage ;  in  1899  there  were  20  more  deaths  of  native

Diseases  of  the  heart  have  acquired  large  importance  ae  a  cauBO^ 
of  death.  From  3B.7  in  every  1,000  deaths  from  all  canses,  in  1866, 
heart  diseases  gradually  increased  to  about  73  in  every  1,000  in 
ISflSI,  and  falling  back  to  slightly  less  than  60  per  l,O0(')  in  1890, 
and  rising  to  72.5  per  1,000  iu  1891,  and  falling  to  C8.4  in  1892. 
In  1893  there  were  71.9  deaths  from  heart  diseases  iu  every  1,000; 
in  1894,  66.5  deaths;  in  1895,  71.0  deaths;  iu  1896,  74.1  deaths;  in

The  event,  during  the  first  four  mouths  of  the  year  1890,  of  S 
very  estraonliuary  and  perhaps  unprecedented  prevalence  of  sl 
form  of  influenza,  which  was  unlike  that  of  ordinary  occnrrenot 
in  that  it  affected  indiscriminately  all  the  functions  and  nearly  a 
the  organs  of  the  body,  varying  with  the  individuals  attackec 
aud  the  re-appearauce  of  the  same,  although  in  greatly  lessenej 
numbers,  in  1891,  warrants  a  continued  notice  not  given  previom 
to  1890  in  the  Registration  Keports  to  the  affection  so  nam 

The  disease  was.  in  1890,  most  largely  confined  to  the  respir 
tory  passages,  and  resulted  iu  a  hugely  increased  mortality  frolq 
bronchitis  and  consumption.    During  1891  the  disease  was  eqaall; 
as  sevece,  affecting  iu  a  larger  measure  the  brain  and  other  nerV^ 
centres,  and  the  direct  mortality  was  even  larger  than  that  of  189C 
The  prevalence  was  largest  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  yeaf^q 
and  again  iu  December. 


le  increase  in  December  of  1891  was  followeil  by  n,  suiUleii 
ngmentation  in  the  lirst  four  nioiithe  of  the  following  year,  1B92, 
the  gi'eatest  number  u(  deiitLB,  lilS,  oL-curring  in  Jununry  of  1892. 
Tlie  total  for  1892  was  3Hfi,  or  about  twice  an  much  a«  for  either 
of  the  previous  years.  In  18113  there  were  84  deaths  reported  as 
resulting  from  influenza.  Tina  was  '2r>\  less  than  in  185)2.  In  1894 
there  were  IfiG  deaths  from  influenza  reported,  an  inL-rease  of  95 
per  cent,  from  1893,  and  a  decrease  of  over  50  per  cent,  from  1892, 
In  1895  there  were  115  deaths  from  iiiflueuza.  lu  1896  there  were 
but  42  death.s  from  influenza.  In  1897  there  were  153  deaths  from 
iufluenza.  In  1898  tliere  were  75  deaths  from  influenza.  In  1899 
there  were  219  deaths  from  influenza.  Li  1900  there  were  255 
deaths  from  influenza. 

Sex.—Oi  the  255  deaths  from  influenza,  in  1900,  108  were  mates 
and  147  were  females,  a  proportion  of  73  males  to  every  100  fe- 
males. 

Parenlttye. — The  parent  nativity  of  the  decedentH  was  120  of 
native  and  135  of  foreign. 

SeiiKon.—Oi  the  255  deaths  from  influenza,  during  1900,  74  oc- 
curred in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  168  in  the  second,  3  in  the 
third,  aud  10  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

Age. — There  were  Ifi  under  5  years  of  age,  3  from  5  to  20  years, 
23  from  20  to  40,  38  from  40  to  60,  1'21  from  60  to  80,  54  from  80 
years  of  age  and  over. 

The  following  Tables  will  show  the  proportiouate  nativity,  sex, 
and  locality  of  the  disease. 

The  greatest  mortality  appears  to  he  among  females,  there  being 
152  females  to  every  100  males.  The  parentage  appeal's  to  be 
uearly  equally  divided  between  native  and  foreign,  there  being 
104  foreign  to  100  native. 

The  largest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  Providence  city,  but 
this  is  not  out  of  proportion  to  the  proportionate  number  and 
density  of  population. 

Referring  to  the  age  periods  it  will  be  seen  that  the  greatest 
mortality  occurred  in  the  peritxl  from  70  to  80,  there  being  385  or 
21.49  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease.

There  were  54  deaths  from  iii»anity,  in  1!)()0,  a  decrease  of  12 
from  1899.  The  perceiitag'e  to  the  whole  number  of  deaths  was 
.61.  These  deaths  occurred  cbietly  ut  the  Cranstoii  institutions, 
and  in  the  Butler  hospital. 

iS'ej*. — There  were  29  miilo  and  25  female  decedents. 

Parentage. — Tiie  miinber  of  native  decedents  from  insanity  was 
33,  and  of  foreign  parentage  21. 

Of  the  64  deiiths  in  1900,  there  were  17  from  dementia,  4  from 
acute  mania,  8  from  chronic  nnmia,  8  from  nielaueholia,  and  17 
from  insanity. 

Of  the  17  deaths  from  dementia,  the  secondary  cause  given  in  8 
cases  wa^  Biisht'K  disea.se;  1,  endocarditis;  4,  paralysis ;  1  diar- 
rhcea ;  8  cases,  no  secondary  cause  given. 

Of  the  17  deaths  from  insanity,  the  secoiiilary  cause  jjiven  in  4 
cases  was  pulmonary  tnlierculosis ;  1,  Ihight's  disease ;  1,  cereViral 
embolism;  1, thermic  fever;  2  innutrition  and  general  emaciation; 
8  cases,  no  secondary  cause  given. 
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Of  the  12  deaths  from  mania,  acute  and  chronic,  the  secondary 
cause  given  in  3  cases  was  Bright's  disease ;  3,  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis; 1,  heart  syncope;  5  cases,  no  secondary  cause  given. 

Of  the  8  deaths  from  melancholia,  in  1  case  the  secondary  cause 
was  pulmonary  tuberculosis ;  1,  uraemia;  1,  alcoholism ;  1,  klepto- 
meningitis;  1,  exhaustion  from  bed-sores;  3  cases,  no  secondary 
cause  given.

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Diseases  of  the  Kidneys. 

There  were  516  deaths  returned,  duiing  1900,  with  diseases  of 
the  kidneys  assigned  as  the  cause. 

Tliis  number  represents  5.8  per  cent,  of  all  causes,  and  a  propor- 
tion of  1.20  to  every  1,000  of  the  population. 

ASex.—Ot  the  516  there  were  240  males,  and  276  females. 

Parottuije, — There  were  275  of  native  parentage  and  241  of  for- 
eign, or  about  114  of  native,  to  every  100  of  foreign  parentage. 

Aye. — Of  the  ol6  decedents  from  kidney  diseases,  9  were  under 
5  years  of  age,  28  from  5  to  20,  89  from  20  to  40,  166  from  40  to 
60,  195  from  60  to  80,  33  80  and  over,  and  1  age  unstated. 

Diseases  of  the  kidneys  have  largely  increased  in  number,  and 
much  more  largely  in  proportioi],  during  the  last  thirty-five  years. 

During  the  ten  years  from  1866  to  1875,  inclusive,  the  proportion 
of  deaths  from  kidney  diseases,  to  whole  number  of  deaths  from 
all  causes,  was  but  little  more  than  one  per  cent.,  while  during  the 
ten  years  from  1886  to  1895,  inclusive,  the  proportion  was  over  four 
and  one-half  per  cent. 

The  following  Table  will  present  various  facts  in  relation  to  the 
mortality  from  diseases  of  the  kidneys  in  Rhode  Island,  for  thirty- 
live  years,  1866-1900. 
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Diseases  of  the  Liver. 

• 

There  were  100  deaths  reported,  in  1900,  as  having  been  caused 
by  structural  diseases  of  the  liver. 

This  number  represents  1.13  per  cent,  of  all  causes,  and  a  pro- 
portion of  .20  to  every  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  100  decedents,  there  were  66  males  and  44  females,  or  79 
females  to  every  100  males. 

There  were  36  of  native  parentage,  and  64  of  foreign,  or  about 
57  of  native  to  every  100  of  foreign. 

Seventy -nine  of  the  whole  number  were  of  persons  of  40  years 
years  of  age  and  over. 

In  the  age  period  of  from  5  to  40,  there  were  but  20  decedents 
from  diseases  of  the  liver.  There  was  one  decedent  of  unstated 
age. 

The  mortality  from  such  diseases  does  not  depend  to  any  marked 
extent  upon  the  influence  of  season.

Mortality  from  Diseases  of  the  Liver,  1866  to  1900,  inclusive. 
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Dropsy. 

We  have  no  deaths  recorded  in  1900,  or  in  1899,  from  dropsy. 

As  it  has  been  repeatedly  observed  in  previous  reports  that 
although  this  term  is  a  misnomer  in  a  large  measure,  and  conveys 
no  definite  idea  of  the  pathological  condition  preceding  the  drop- 
sical accumulation,  it  has  been,  nevertheless,  the  only  cause  re- 
turned ;  and  as  it  has  been  in  some  instances  the  apparently  imme- 
diate cause  of  death,  it  was  given  a  place  in  the  Registration 
Reports ;  and  as  a  frequent  result  and  concomitant  of  diseases  of 
the  kidneys  and  liver,  it  has  been  placed  in  comparison  with  them 
in  the  following  Table. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  dropsy,  for 
1898,  was  but  three.  In  1899  and  1900  there  has  been  none  so 
accepted  as  a  cause.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  diag- 
nosis of  dropsy  was  not  accepted  as  a  cause  but  as  a  symptom. 
In  these  cases  strenuous  eflFort  was  made  by  the  Registrar  to  ascer- 
tain the  cause  of  the  dropsy  from  the  physician,  in  every  case  so 
reported.  The  large  number  returned  from  that  cause  was  dis- 
tributed under  the  headings  of  heart  disease,  liver  disease,  or 
disease  of  the  kidneys,  as  finally  ascertained  from  the  physician 
in  charge,  or  if  not  satisfactory  has  been  placed  under  "cause 
unknown."  These  gi'oups  of  diseases  are  therefore  correspond- 
ingly increased  over  the  numbers  of  previous  years. 

An  examination  of  Table  LXXXIII  will  serve  as  evidence  of 
the  greater  carefulness  and  better  judgment  of  the  medical  prac- 
titionei*s  of  the  present  time,  inasmuch  as  the  causes  of  dropsy 
are  now  better  undei'stood  and  reported,  and  for  that  reason  the 
number  of  deaths  attributed  to  dropsy  is  very  small.

Measles. 

There  were  186  decedents  from  measles  as  a  cause  of  death  in 
1900.     The  number  is  138  larger  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

This  number  represents  2.10  per  cent,  of  all  causes,  and  a  pro- 
portion of  .43  to  every  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  185,  there  were  87  males  and  98  females.  The  sexes,  as 
a  rule,  seem  to  be  nearly  equally  susceptible  to  measles  and  to 
mortality  therefrom. 

Of  parentage  there  were  79  of  native  and  106  of  foreign. 

During  the  last  ten  years  the  proportion  of  mortality  from 
measles  has  been  about  53  of  native  to  every  100  of  foreign  par- 
entage. 

During  1990  the  number  of  decedents  under  5  years  of  age 
was  153.

The  number  of  deaths,  in  1900,  attributed  to  old  age  as  a  cause, 
was  250.    This  is  22  more  than  in  1899. 

This  number  represents  2.83  per  cent,  of  all  causes,  and  a  pro- 
portion of  .59  to  every  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  250  decedents  from  old  age,  96  wete  males,  and  164  were 
females,  or  about  62  males  to  every  100  females. 

Of  the  parentage  of  the  250,  there  were  150  of  native  and  100 
of  foreign  parentage. 

The  following  Table  will  present  the  statistics  of  deaths  in 
Bhode  Island  from  old  age  for  thirty-five  years:

Scr, — Of  the  966  decedents  from  pneumonia,  and  including  con- 
gestion of  the  lungs,  479  were  males  and  487  were  females;  or 
about  102  females  to  every  100  males. 

Parenfaye. — By  parentage,  there  were  373  of  native  and  593  of 
foreign  ]iarentage.  The  proportion  of  decedents  from  pneumonia 
was  about  63  of  native  to  each  100  of  foreign  parentage. 

Season , — There  were  645,  or  over  66  per  cent.,  of  the  deaths 
that  occurred  during  the  tirst  four  months  of  the  year.  The 
largest  mortality  by  months  was  209  in  April,  173  in  March,  135  in 
February,  and  128  in  January.

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Age, — Of  the  decedeuts  from  pneumonia,  during  the  period  of 
thirty -five  years,  29  per  cent,  were  under  5  years  of  age.  Of  over 
fifty  years  of  age  the  number  of  decedents  was  41  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number.

Tliis  number  represents  .3  per  cent,  of  all  causes,  and  a  propor- 
tion of  .08  to  every  1,000  of  the  population. 

iSex. — Of  the  34  decedents  from  scarlet  fever,  24  were  males  and 
10  were  females,  or  42  females  to  every  100  males. 

Parentage. — There  were  22  of  native  parentage  and  12  of  for- 
eign, a  proportion  of  54  of  foreign  parentage  to  every  100  of 
native.

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CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 
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TIIK  KRTt'IiNS  OF  TIIK  MKHIPAI,  EXASflSERS. 


The  mimliei'  of  deaths  investigated  by  the  medical  examiuers 
diinng  the  year  15tO()  was  .'i29.  These  deaths  resulted  from  Hudden, 
suspicious,  tinkiiowu,  aud  violent  causes,  Of  this  number  393,  or 
74.3  per  cent.,  were  males ;  and  13G,  ur  25.7  iier  cent.,  were  females. 

HoMiLTDE,— The  number  of  deaths  from  homicide  was  15,  or  2.8 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  investigated.  Of  the  15  cases  of 
homicide,  2  were  by  stab  wounds  of  abdomen,  1  by  stab  wounds 
of  chest  and  abdomen,  1  by  pistol-shot  wound  of  abdomen,  1  by 
fractured  skull  in  street  row,  1  by  multiple  injuries,  the  result  of 
violent  assault  on  insane  man  by  keeper,  1  l>y  violence  to  neck  and 
chest  (unknown  man  found  in  a  cellar).  There  were  eight  cases 
of  infanticide,  1  suifocntion  by  oil  of  cinnamon,  2  by  drowning, 
and  5  by  neglect  and  exposure.  In  only  2  iustaaces  of  the  cases 
of  homicide  were  the  assailants  brought  to  trial,  convicted,  and 
sentenced. 

SriciDE. — The  number  of  deaths  by  suicide  reported  by  the 
medical  examiners  in  I'JOO  was  50,  or  11.1  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
□umber  examined.  Death  was  cansed  as  follows:  by  drowning, 
Iv) ;  haugio'^,  13  ;  cutting  throat,  6  ;  shooting  in  head,  S ;  gun-shot 
wound  of  lung,  1 ;  gun-shot  wound  of  neck,  1 ;  by  jumping  h-om 
wiuduw,  1 ;  illuminating  gas,  1 ;  strangulation,  1 ;  by  carbolic  acid, 
1 ;  by  cyanide  potassium,  '2  ;  by  paris  green,  2 ;  by  opium,  3 ;  by 
hydrocyanic  acid,  1 ;  by  phosphorns,  1 ;  by  chloroform,  1. 

ActTDENTS. — The  returns  of  the  medical  examiners  show  258 
deaths  from  accidents,  specified  as  follows ;  asphyxia,  18 ;  bums 
and  scalds,  29 ;  drowning,  63  ;  electric  car,  19  ;  falls,  4(i ;  machinery', 
7  ;  railroads,  25  ;  firearms,  4  ;  illuminating  gas,  5  ;  poistm,  10  ;  elec- 
trical shock  aud  burns,  2 ;  elevator,  2 ;  exposure  to  cold  aud  storm, 
4 ;  run  over  by  heavy  teams,  4 ;  kicked  by  horse,  2 ;  thrown  from 
teams,  3;  1  each  by  explosiou  of  giant  powder,  by  lightning, 
struck  by  falling  coal,  struck  by  base-ball,  injury  to  leg  by  upset 
load  of  stone,  stab  wound  of  abdomen  by  scissors  thrown  by  com- 
paaioD,  slight  injury  to  finger  (septicirmia  following),  injury  to

foot  by  stepping  on  potato-digger  (tetanus),  injury  to  foot  while

from  wharf,  2  ;  by  falling  into  water  during  epileptic  attack,  2; 
and  1  each  by  walking  off  bank  into  river  while  intoxicated,  by 
falling  into  water  in  apoplectic  seizure,  into  tnb,  while  wading  out 
to  rock  to  fish,  (child)  iu  rock  pond  at  paik ;  12  were  found  in 
water,  circumstances  of  the  drowning  unknown. 

FfJAJi,  46. — From  building  or  staging,  7;  downstaii's,  7 ;  on 
fUTound  or  floor,  Ifi  ;  from  team,  2 ;  from  window,  3  ;  from  hay-loft, 
2 ;  and  1  each  from  piazza,  from  fence,  through  scuttle,  through 
trap-iloor,  from  trestle,  into  coal-pocket,  into  bold  of  vessel,  iu  dry 
dock,  and  1  unspecified. 

Poison,  lO, — By  wootl -alcohol,  4  ;  by  overdose  of  laudanum  taken 
for  relief  of  pain,  1 ;  corrosive  sublimate,  1 ;  phoHphorus,  1 ;  by 
mushrooms,  1 ;  by  whiskey  (unknown  quantity  drank  from  jug  by 
child),  1 ;  strychnine  pills  mistaken  for  candy,  I. 

The  whole  number  of  deaths  by  accident  in  the  State  during 
1900  was  336,  showing  that  there  were  78  deaths  by  accident  where 
no  medical  examiner  was  calletl.  In  these  cases  a  physician  had 
been  in  attendance  and  had  reported  the  cause  of  death.  Iu 
many  instances  the  death  was  not  immediate. 

The  division  of  these  33K  deaths  by  accident  was  as  follows  (see 
page  20e  of  this  report):  asphyxia,  29;  bicycle,  1 ;  burns  and 
scalds,  33  ;   drowning,  64 ;   electric  car,  19 ;  elevator,  2  ;   falls,  74; 


firearms,  4  ;  by  iusoJation,  13;  by  lightning,  2 ;  by  machinery,  7 ; 
by  poison,  15 ;  by  railroud,  27  ;  various,  46  (luiges  207  and  208  of 
this  report). 

A  compurisou  of  these  figures  with  the  cases  of  accidents  which 
are  viewed  by  medical  examiners  will  show  the  cases  which  are 
luore  open  to  suspicion  of  avoidable  rioleiiee.  The  difference  (28) 
is  more  marked  uuder  the  cause  of  falls.

1  ;  laryngitis,  1 ;  malnutrition  from  improper  feeding,  G  ;  nephritis 
and  Bright's  disease,  16;  old  age,  2;  tubercular  peritonitis,  1; 
pueqwral  peritonitis  following  criminal  abortion,  1 ;  pneumonia, 
12;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  13;  hem-t  failure  from  tobacco  habit, 
1;  acute  rheumatism,  1 ;  scarlet  fever,  1 ;  softening  of  brain,  1 ;  ulcer 
(perforating)  nf  stomach,  2  ;  whooping  cough,  1 ;  natural  unknown 
causes,  7.     There  were  also  8  still-births.

NAMES  OF  CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 


It  should  be  stated  that  the  uomeiidature  of  diseiiseB  iu  the  iios- 
olo^cal  wrangenient  on  the  following  pages  is  not  intended  to 
ndude  the  nances  of  the  whole  list  of  niorlnd  phenouieiia  affect- 
Dg  the  human  org-aniBm,  but  the  names  of  such  only  as  are  diretitly 
he  cause  of  death,  or  »ueh  as  ordiuarily  predispose  to  or  set  iu 
niotiou  the  morbid  prot-eaaes  that  end  in  death. 

The  classification  which  has  appeared  iu  the  previous  issues  of 
this  report,  and  which  was  the  rGuult  of  a  report  of  the  uommittee 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Euglaud,  has  been  modified 
to  accord  with  the  changes  which  have  tiikeu  place  in  our  knowl- 
edge of  the  pathological  causation  of  diseases  since  that  classifi- 
cation was  made, 

Tlie  changes  which  Lave  been  made  apply  more  especially  to 
Gkoup  One,  the  title  of  which  has  been  changed  from  Miasmatic 
to  Communicable,  and  has  absorlied  all  of  GROirp  Two,  which  was 
known  as  the  Enthetic  group.  This  included  glanders,  gouor- 
rhceu,  hydrophobia,  malignant  pustule,  septicicmia,  and  syphilis, 
all  of  which  are  at  the  present  day  considereil  as  commuuicable 
disenses,  and  probably  dependent  upon  a  morbific  entity  which  in 
some  of  these  diseases  has  been  demonstrated. 

In  Group  Two  delirium  tremens  has  been  dropped  to  the  sup- 
plementary list,  being  but  a  symptom  or  a  result  of  the  condition 
of  alcoholism,  which,  while  not  strictly  correct,  is  yet  more  com- 
prehensive in  covering  this  class  of  causations. 

Aptbie,  worms,  and  other  parasites  should  be  classed  as  com- 
municable, the  parasites  being  of  a  higher  order  than  those  pro- 
ducing diphtheria  and  cholera,  and  are  dropped  from  this  class. 

As  drojisy  is  a  result  or  symptom  rather  thau  au  immediate 
cause  of  death,  it  lias  been  left  out. 

Gangrene,  occurnug  in  old  age,  has  been  transferred  to  the 
group  Developmental  UiseaseH  of  Old  Age.  Other  conditions 
where  gangrene  is  found  have  been  traced  satisfactorily  to  trau- 
matisms, or  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system. 

In  Cl,vss  III,  in  the  grimp  of  diseai-es  of  the  Nervous  System, 
cephalitis  has  been  dropped  as  being  obsolete.  Convidsions  has 
been  transferred  to  the  group  of  Developmental  Diseases  of  Chil-

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dreu,  all  micli  (1(>atbs  Laviug'  lieen  fonml  to  be  witliiu  tlieae  agM 
periods.  " 

From  the  ^roiip  of  the  Respiratory  System  pueiimouia  lias  been 
trau^ferred  to  tbe  list  of  Comiuauicnble  diseases. 

In  Groitp  Four,  of  the  Digestive  Hysteni,  appendicitis  bus  beeu 
intro<.lHced  aa  beiii^  a  auffiriently  distinct  aud  frequent  disease, 
and  concerning  which  statinticiaus  will  desire  information  as  to 
the  mortality  therefrom.  Peritonitis,  being  a  sequel  of  a  traumatic 
or  a  septic  condition,  is  usually  traceable  to  a  primary  cause  if 
inquired  into,  When  no  specific  cause  is  obtainable  it  in  placed 
under  Causes  Ill-detined.  Ascites,  being  a  secoudiiry  cause,  is  rel- 
egated to  Causes  Ill-defined,  unless  the  original  cause  of  the  ascites 
can  be  ascertained.  Hernia  is  reluiued  in  this  group,  rather  than 
in  the  group  of  Accidents  and  Negligence.  Other  new  diseases 
which  are  introduced  into  this  group,  as  being  now  more  specific- 
ally diagnosticated,  are  obstruction  of  tbe  bowels,  colitis,  entero 
colitis,  diarrbii^a,  dysentery,  gastro  enteritis,  and  gall-stones — 
wbicli  is  retained  for  want  of  a  more  definite  term  which  shall 
express  tbe  conditions  causing  tbe  formation  of  the  gall-stones 
— and  acute  gastritis. 

Under  diseases  of  the  I'riuary  System,  tbe  word  nepbna  is 
omitted,  the  tei-m  Bright's  disease  being  retained  in  the  absence 
of  tbe  ability  or  practicability  of  the  ordinary  diagnostician  to 
be  able  to  distinguish  the  different  forms  of  nephritis,  or  blood 
changes  or  other  causes  giving  rise  to  the  presence  of  albumen  in 
the  urine.  Diabetes  is  divided  into  the  two  forms  of  mellitus  and 
insipidus,  While  perbap.^  belonging  to  the  group  nf  nervous  dis- 
eases, yet  it  is  not  yet  sufficiently  well  explained  tt)  prove  in 
which  group  it  might  be  placed,  iitid  custom  in  this  case  is  allowed 
to  prevail.  Diseases  of  the  testicles  has  been  omitted  as  it  has, 
by  experience  in  this  department,  beeu  found  to  be  dependent 
upon  some  pathological  change,  such  as  neoplastic  formations  or 
traumatic  or  septic  conditions,  and  the  primary  cause  nsualiy  finds 
its  way  into  these  groups.  XTrn-mia  is  placed  in  the  primary  group 
lis  being  expressive  of  tbe  direct  location  of  the  disease,  although 
not  being  specific  as  to  tlie  causation. 

Under  diseases  of  the  Generative  System  we  are  at  the  preseut 
day  able  to  specify  more  accurately  the  condition  present,  owing 
to  tbe  increased  knowledge  required  of  tbe  gynecologist.  Ovarian 
dropsy  is  therefore  dropped,  and  ovarian  tumor,  diseases  of  the 
uterus,  and  pyosalpinx  are  Hubmitted  as  subdivisions.  This  gi-oup 
wilt  probably  be  enlarged  as  physicians  become  better  educated 
in  specific  diagnosis  in  this  special  department. 

As  still-births  are  classified  by  themselves  tbey  are  removed 
from   the   group  of  Developmental   Diseases  of   (.'hildrea. 


this  group  has  been  added  ftteleetaais  pulmomim,  jil«o  cliolera 
infantum.  C'ouvulsions  is  allowed  tu  reuDiin.  Altbtingh  every 
effort  is  made  to  ascertain  the  ciiuse  of  this  symptom,  and  it  is  fre- 
quently dependent  upon  intestinal  difiturlmnces  as  well  as  nervous 
derangemeutH,  yet  it  is  iinpossilile  for  the  physician  to  ascertain 
the  provoking  {■iinse.  As  it  is  not  milliciently  "  ill-detined  "  to  be 
relegated  to  that  group,  being  a  disease  of  childhood,  it  is  placed 
in  this  group. 

Under  Developmental  Diseases  of  Women  the  various  subdi- 
visions of  the  cauNes  of  death  iu  childbirth  have  Iieeu  given  and 
an  effort  made  to  obtain  these  special  causes  rather  than  let  them 
remain  as  simply  "childbirth." 

Diseases  of  nutrition  ai-e  omitted,  as  atrophy  or  debility  is 
found  to  be  either  in  the  group  of  old  age,  or  diseases  of  infants, 
or  caused  by  some  disease  which  can  be  ascertained.  If  the  cause 
is  not  evident  to  the  physician,  it  is  e^lently  a  cause  unknown, 
and  should  be  classed  as  such. 

Under  the  group  Accident  or  Negligence,  the  term  fractures  or 
contusions  is  omitted,  as  it  is  ascertained  in  every  case  what 
caused  these  injuries.  The  results  of  the  injuries  are  treated  of 
as  supplemental,  as  is  also  the  instrument  causing  the  injury,  or 
the  form  of  poison,  or  the  method  of  drowning,  etc.  The  division 
Various  is  subdivided  into  more  specitic  causes,  and  introduces 
into  this  group  electric-car  accidents,  falls,  lire-arms,  machinery, 
overdose  of  medicine,  railroad,  and  "  otherwise." 

Under  Causes  Ill-defioed,  and  which  are  invariably  inquired 
into  for  more  satisfactory  information,  there  are  a  lai'ge  number 
which  may  be  found  in  the  supplementary  list.  Blood  poisoning 
is  due  usually  to  some  known  traumatic  or  infectious  cause,  as 
is  septicivmia.  When  not  known  it  is  ill-defined.  The  cause  of 
coma  should  be  given  if  known,  as  it  may  be  from  cerebral  hem- 
orrhage or  from  unpmia.  Convulsions,  not  infantile,  are  usually 
due  to  some  traceable  cause.  Ascites,  colic,  di-opsy,  exhaustion, 
and  iuHammation  are  symptoms  and  not  causes.  Debility  and 
asthenia  not  infantile  and  not  senile  can  usually  be  traced  to 
some  detiuite  change  in  the  system,  otherwise  it  is  ill-defined. 
It  has  been  custoniury  heretofore  for  physicians  to  give  as  a 
cause  of  death  "  heart  failure,"  meaning  that  the  heart  ceased  its 
action  or  that  the  clause  was  a  natiu-al  one  not  accompanied  by 
violence.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  this  is  unsatisfactory,  and 
with  this  compilation,  when  the  cause  of  the  heart  failure  cannot 
be  obtained,  it  is  classed  as  ill-detined.  While  peritonitis  may  be 
idiopathic,  in  most  instances  a  cause  of  the  peritonitis  has  been 
ascertainable;  it  has  been  classed  as  ill-detined  if  no  cause  is 
known.     Shock,  when  occurring  as  surgical  shock,  being  usually

the  result  of  accident  or  sargical  operatiou,  is  clashed  iindor  these 
groups.  When  no  accompanying  cause  is  given,  as  might  be  tiie 
case  from  fright,  or  sudden  joy,  the  cause  is  usually  due  to  some 
abnormality  of  the  nervous  system  or  disease  of  the  heart,  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  specific  cauBe  must  be  placed  under  ill-defined. 
When  given  as  a  single  cause  in  cases  of  cerebral  hemorrhage  or 
apoplexy,  the  latter  cause  cau  be  ascertained  by  inquiry,  and  proves 
to  be  the  cause  in  most  instances.  The  futlun'iu^  list  comprises 
those  causes  which  have  been  returned  and,  not  being  sufiiciently 
definite,  have  led  to  inquiry  from  the  physician  in  attendance. 
The  only  causes  which  cannot  be  more  esplicitly  defined,  and  are 
sufficient  as  primary  causes,  are  appendicitis  and  hernia.  In  these 
two  instances  inquiry  is  made  as  to  whether  an  operation  wae 
pei-formed  for  relief  of  the  condition.  In  acute  gastritis  it  is 
desirable  to  asceitain  if  the  condition  was  due  to  the  ingestion 
of  some  irritant,  as  alcohol,  [xiison.  or  is  the  result  of  indigestion. 
More  specific  cause  is  asked  for  in  childbirtl],  miscarriage,  prema- 
ture birth,  and  still-birth,  in  order  to  determine  in  as  many  cases  as 
possible  what  was  the  condition  of  the  mother  or  the  complication 
in  confinement  which  has  led  up  to  the  result  which  is  the  cause 
of  the  death  of  the  child.  By  spinal  disease  is  sometimes  meant 
disease  of  the  spinal  coi'd,  in  other  cases  diseases  of  the  spinal 
column,  and  calls  for  inquiry.

GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  100. 

P  THE  BEfJlfiTRATION  OF  BIRTHS.  MARRIAGES.  AND  DEATHS. 

'"Section  I.  The  towii  I'lerka  of  tbe  Beveral  towuB,  orauy  person  whom 
the  boiirrt  of  aldermen  of  any  city,  or  the  town  couticjl  of  auy  town,  may 
appouit  (or  that  purpose,  sliall  obtahi,  chronolodically  record  and  Index. 
as  required  by  tlie  forms  prescribed  by  seetion  tliree  of  this  chapter,  all 
information  concerning  blrtlis,  marriages,  and  deaths  occurring  among  , 
the  inhabitants  of  their  res|tective  towns ;  and  on  or  before  the  flrst  Mon- 
day in  March,  annually,  Hhall  make  duly  certilied  returns  thereof  to  the 
secretary  of  the  state  boani  (if  health  for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  nest  preceding,  accompanying  the  same  with  a  list 
of  the  pei'sons  required  by  law  to  make  returns  to  them  who  have  neg- 
lected to  do  30,  and  with  such  remarks  relating  to  the  object  of  tUis 
cliapter  as  they  may  deem  important  to  communicate. 

Sec.  2.  The  secretary  of  the  state  Iward  of  health  shall  receive  the  re- 
turns made  in  pursuance  of  the  preceding  section,  and  annually  make  a 
general  abstract  and  report  tliereof,  in  form  as  prescribed  by  section  three 
of  thiK  chapter,  and  publisli  not  exceeding  one  tliousand  copies  thereof ; 
and  t<^T  pre|iaring,  tabulating,  ami  publishing  said  annual  report  sucii  xum 
as  may  be  provided  by  law  shall  lie  paid  to  the  state  registrar.  Said  re- 
turns, after  Bucli  report  is  prepared,  shall  be  dt-piiaited  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  arranged,  full  alphalieti- 
cal  indices  of  all  the  uames  to  be  made,  and  ttie  whole  to  be  bound  in  vuhiniea 
giTeuIent  size  and  carefully  preserved  in  his  office.

HvA\  a.  Tlie  blank  forma  required  to  carry  out  tlie  proTisioiis  of  taU 
chattel'  ahiiU,  on  applicatiou,  be  funiisUed  by  the  secretary  of  the  stiltP 
board  of  health  to  clei'gynieR.  physicians,  undertake  rs,  town  clerks,  clerks 
of  meetings  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  other  persons  requiring  them, 
substantially  as  follows  :  The  record  of  a  birth  shall  atat<?  the  date  and 
place  of  birth,  name  of  tlie  child  if  it  has  any.  the  sex  and  color  of  the 
child,  whether  bom  alive  or  still-boni,  the  name  and  mimame,  color,  real* 
dence,  and  birthplace  of  the  parents,  and  the  occupation  of  the  father,  and 
tlie  time  of  recordnig,  so  far  as  tlie  same  can  be  aacertained.  The  record

tatned.  The  record  of  deaths  shall  state  the  dat«  of  tbie  death,  name 
sunkamc  of  deceased,  the  sex,  color,  and  condition,  whether  single 
rjed,  age,  occupation,  place  of  death,  place  of  birth,  names  and  birthplace 
of  parents,  disease  or  caiiHe  of  death,  and  the  time  of  recording,  so  far  as 
can  be  ascertained. 

Sec.  4.  Every  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  clergymen,  aud  all 
others  authorized  to  join  persons  in  marriage,  shall  make  a  faithful  record 
of  every  snch  rite  performed  by  them,  in  manner  and  form  aforesaid,  and 
return  the  same  for  the  last  preceding  month,  on  or  liefore  the  second 
Monday  of  every  month,  to  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  in  which  such  rite 
shall  hare  been  performed  ;  and  no  marriage  shall  be  solemnized  until  the 
parties  shall  have  signed  and  delivered  to  the  person  about  to  solemnize  it, 
or  til  a  clerk  of  a  meethig  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  a  certificat*  containing 
the  information  required  for  tlie  record  of  a  marriage,  as  prescribed  by 
this  chapter. 

Skc.  B.  The  town  clerk  of  every  town  shall  annually,  hi  tlie  month  of 
■January,  collect  the  uiformatiou  required  by  this  chapter,  in  relation  td..' 
all  children  Iwni  In  the  town  during  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty-Arat 
of  December  next  preceding. 

Skc.  0.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  on  or  before  the  Hf  tb  day  of 
month,  report  to  the  clerk  of  each  city  or  towii  a  correct  list  of  all  chtl 
bom  tlierehi  dnritig  the  month  next  precedmg,  at  whose  birth  thej 
present,  stating  the  date  and  place  of  each  birth,  the  name  of  the 
it  has  any,  the  sex  and  color  of  the  child,  the  name,  place  of  birth 
residence  of  the  parents,  and  the  occupation  of  the  father.  The  fse  *tt 
physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  rej 
and  shall  he  paid  by  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  re|)ort  is  made.

No  undertaker  or  other  person  shall  conduct  a  funeral,  or  bury 
or  deiwsit  in  a  tomb,  or  remove  from  this  sUite  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
remains  of  any  deceased  person  or  still-born  child,  unless  he  shall  tirst  ob- 
tain the  physician's  certificate  required  by  section  seven  of  this  chapter, 
if  a  physician  was  in  attendance  ujion  such  person  who  has  deceased  or 
the  person  bringing  fortli  such  still-boni  child,  and  shall  return  the  same, 
together  with  his  own  certificate  of  the  information  required  by  section 
three  of  this  chapter,  to  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  death  or 
bringing  forth  took  place  ;  Provided,  hoteemr,  that  in  such  towns  as  allow 
the  burial  or  removal  of  bodies  of  deceased  ;)ersouB  without  a  permit  from 
the  town  clerk,  and  if  the  undertaker  or  other  person  who  baa  charge  of 
the  disposal  of  the  remains  of  the  deceased  person  Is  unable  to  obtain  the 
said  physician's  certificate,  after  reasonable  attempts  therefor,  before  the 
burial  or  removal  of  the  said  remains,  then  the  said  undertaker  or  other 
person  shall  make  his  return  as  required  by  section  tbi'ee  of  this  chapter, 
including  the  cause  of  death  and  the  name  of  the  physician  last  in  attend- 
ance upon  the  deceased,  immediately  to  the  town  or  city  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  town  or  city  in  wliich  the  death  occurred.  He  shall,  also,  within 
two  days  thereafter,  notify  the  pliysfoian  last  in  attendance  upon  the  de- 
ceased person  of  the  name  and  date  of  death  of  the  same. 

Sec.  hi.  Clergymen  of  all  denominations  who  officiate  at  the  funenils 
of  decedents  when  no  undertaker  is  in  attendance  shall,  when  iviniested 
by  the  state  registrar,  or  the  town  or  city  clerk  or  registrar  of  the  town  or 
city  ill  which  such  deaths  occurred,  make  returns  of  such  deaths  in  the 
B  manner  and  with  the  same  compensation  as  undertakers.

SYNOPSIS  OF  THE  LAW  OF  MARKIAGE. 


CfENERAL  LAWS,  CHAIT^ER  191. 

Sections  1,  2,  and  3  show  what  kindred  persons  cannot  marry,  and  de- 
clare marriages  within  prohibited  degrees  null  and  void. 

Section  4  makes  an  exception  in  favor  of  Jews,  within  the  degrees  of 
affinity  or  consanguinity  allowed  by  their  religion. 

Section  5  declares  the  marriage  of  persons  having  a  husband  or  wife 
living,  and  of  idiots  and  lunatics,  absolutely  void. 

Sec.  6.  Any  minister  or  elder  of  any  religious  denomination  who  shall 
be  domiciled  in  the  state,  and  shall  have  reifiatered  with  the  town  clerk 
and  have  received  a  license,  may  join  persons  in  marriage  in  this  state. 

Section  7  designates  who  shall  be  considered  as  belonging  to  a  religious 
denomination  within  the  meaning  of  the  preceding  section. 

Sec.  8.  Wardens  in  the  town  of  New  Shoreham  may  johi  persons  in 
marriage  in  said  town. 

Section  »  designates  who  may  join  persons  in  marriage  when  solem- 
nized among  Quakers,  or  among  persons  professing  the  Jewish  religion. 

Sei'.  10.  Persons  intending  to  be  joined  together  in  marriage  in  this 
state  must  first  obtain  a  license  from  the  town  or  city  clerk  of  the  town  in 
which  they  respectively  reside,  or,  if  not  residents  of  the  state,  from  the 
clerk  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized.  The 
license  shall  contain  the  information  called  for  so  far  as  the  same  is  known 
to  sucli  persons,  each  of  whom  sliall  subscribe  to  tlie  truth  of  the  same  in 
the  i)resence  of  tlie  clerk  or  an  assistant  clerk  of  that  town  or  city  in 
wljR'li  they  respectively  reside.  For  issuing  such  license  the  town  or  city 
clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  a  lee  of  one  dollar :  Prorided,  that  when  the 
l)ersons  intending  to  be  joined  in  marriage  live  in  different  towns  or  cities 
in  this  state  the  fee  shall  be  fifty  cents  in  each  town  or  city.  Such  license 
sliall  be  presented  to  the  minister,  elder,  justice,  warden,  or  other  person 
who  i)erfonns  tlie  marriage  ceremony. 

Ski  TioN  11  i)r()vi(les  for  the  control  of  niarriajres  of  minors,  and  requires 
the  written  cons(^nt  of  the  jjarent  or  guardian  before  the  information  pro- 
vided for  in  section  ten  can  be  given.  Persons  over  eighteen  years  of  age, 
however,  who  may  have  no  parent  or  guardian,  may  make  oath  relative  to 
that  fact  to  the  city  or  town  clerk,  and  may  then  give  the  required  informa- 
tion called  for  in  tlu*  ai)plication. 

Skctiox  12  requires  that  e.(irh  of  the  perscMis  married  must  present  to 
the  othciating  clergyman  a  certified  copy,  as  provided  in  si'ction  ten.    These 


must  Hlsn  be  ai|;nG(l  by  the  reRi»ective  partitis  to  tUi-  iniirriiijie  in  the  prea- 
euce  of  the  clergyman.  This  is  intemied  to  iiientify  the  parties  aa  being 
the  same  who  appeared  for  the  uertiftcate  from  the  town  clerk, 

t^Et.TioN  lU  requires  that  the  otDciatiiiK  elergfnian  ehall  endorse  the  cer- 
tmeate  stAthig  that  he  liua  juinetl  the  parties  in  marriage,  and  also  that 
two  witnesses  of  the  marriage  shall  apjiend  their  signatures.  It  also  pro- 
vides that  the  minister  shall  make  a  return  of  the  certificate  to  the  town 
clerk  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  of  the  month  succeeding  the  dat«  of 
the  marrli^^, 

Section  U  provides  for  the  care  and  preservation  of  the  records, 

Seitkin  15  provides  for  the  work  of  registration  in  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence tfl  be  done  by  the  city  registrar. 

8&TION  ifl  provides  for  the  recording  of  the  returned  certiDcates  in  the 
offlee  of  the  town  clerk,  and  the  final  lodgment  of  the  certificates  with 
the  secretary  of  state,  These  are  there  to  lie  properly  indexed,  and  open 
to  inspection  only  in  the  presence  of  some  one  connected  with  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  state. 

Skction  TE  provides  that  two  witnesses  shall  be  present  at  the  marriage 
ceremony. 

SKtTiON  IH  provides  that  lawful  objection  to  a  marriafte  shall  be  made 
in  writing,  and  the  officiating  clergymiin  shall  not  proceed  with  the  mar- 
riage initil  the  objection  is  removed. 

SECTION  ID  provides  for  a  penalty  of  six  months  imprisonment,  or  a  tine 
of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  joining  persons  in  marriage  without  tirat  hav- 
ing been  presented  with  tlie  certified  copies  required  in  section  ten,  or 
without  having  lirst  returned  any  lawful  objection  to  the  marriage. 

SKtTiON  20  provides  for  a  penalty  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  for  failure  to  pei'form  any  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  the  offici- 
ating officer  under  this  chapter, 

SKt-nojj  21  provides  for  a  fine  for  joining  jwrnons  in  marriage  who  have 
H  husband  or  wife  living. 

Skction  22  provides  that  no  marriage  shall  Ije  deemed  or  adjudged  to 
be  void  by  any  failure  on  the  itart  of  the  officiating  officers  to  comply  with 
the  law,  if  the  marriage  is  in  other  reapeeta  lawful  and  has  been  [ht^ 
formed  with  a  full  belief  on  the  part  of  the  persons  so  married,  or  either 
of  them,  that  they  have  been  lawfully  joined  in  marriage. 

.Sec.  23.  Every  jieraon  who  shall  soienmize  a  marriage  without  being 
legally  authorized  Iheit- to  shall  l>e  fined  five  hnndi-ed  dollars. 
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GENERAL  LAWS.    CHAPTER  195. 


OF  DIVOKCE. 

Section  1.  Divorces  from  the  bond  of  marriage  shall  be  decreed  in 
case  of  any  marriajpre  originally  void  or  voidable  by  law,  and  in  case  either 
party  is  for  crime  deemed  to  be  or  treated  as  if  civilly  dead,  or  from  absence 
or  other  circumstances  may  l)e  presumed  to  be  actually  dead. 

Skc.  2.  Divorces  shall  be  decrt^ed  for  impot^ncy,  adultery,  extreme 
cnielty,  willful  desertion  for  five  years  of  either  of  the  parties,  or  for  such 
desertion  for  a  shorter  i)eriod  of  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  for 
continued  drunkenness,  for  the  habitual,  excessive,  and  intemperate  use 
of  opium,  mori>hine,  or  chloral,  for  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  the 
husband,  being  of  sutticient  ability,  to  provide  necessaries  for  the  sul)sist- 
ence  of  his  wife,  and  for  any  other  gross  misbehavior  and  wickedness  in 
either  of  the  parties  repugnant  to  and  in  violation  of  the  marriage  covenant. 

Sk(".  ii.  AVhenever  in  the  trial  of  any  petition  for  divorce  from  the  bond 
of  marriage  it  shall  l)e  alleged  in  tlie  petition  that  the  parties  have  lived 
separate  and  apart  from  each  other  for  the  space  of  at  least  ten  years,  the 
court  may  in  its  discretion  enter  a  decree  divorcing  the  parties  from  the 
bond  of  marriage,  and  may  make  provisions  for  alimony. 

Sk(..  4.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  that  the  absence,  adultery,  cruelty, 
desertion,  or  other  cause  of  complahit  as  aforesaid  was  committed  or  occa- 
sioned by  the  collusion  of  the  parties,  and  done  an<l  contrived  with  an 
intention  to  procure  a  divorce,  in  such  cast*  no  divorce  shall  be  decreed. 

SvA'.  ').  Whenever  a  divorce*  is  granted  for  fault  on  the  part  of  the  hus- 
band, the  wife  shall  have  dower  as  if  the  luisband  were  dead :  but  such 
dower  sliall  Ix'  claimed  on  proceedings  begun  within  six  months  after  the 
absolute  decree,  and,  if  not  claimed  within  said  jK'riod,  or  if  claim  be 
made  for  alimony  withhi  said  i)eriod,  then  dower  shall  l>e  deemed  to  l)e 
waived  and  released,  and  the  only  relief  of  the  wife  shall  be  a  claim  for 
alinu)ny  chargeable  upon  the  estate  of  the  husband,  or  some  specific  por- 
tion thereol'  as  the  court  may  decree:  J^roruhd,  that  hi  case  of  such 
<livorce  between  i)arties  married  before  the  Digest  of  eighteen  hundred 
forty-four  went  hito  operation,  the  wife  sliall  be  re-instated  in  all  of  her  real 
estate,  and  have  restored  to  her  all  of  her  i>ersoiial  estate  not,  in  either 
case,  disposed  of  at  the  date  of  the  liUng  of  thr  iM-lition  for  said  divorce.

SM'.  8.  IMvorceR  fruin  bed,  Iwnrd,  and  furliier  eiitiabltntioii,  until  tlie 
parties  be  reconciled,  may  be  granted  forany  of  tlie  causes  for  wbicli  by  law 
a  divorce  fmm  tbe  Iwmd  of  timrriage  may  be  decreed,  and  for  siicU  ntlitir 
iiaustH  as  may  aeeiii  tu  rei|uire  tlie  same.  In  case  of  sucli  divorce  the  cpurt 
may  assign  to  the  )ietitioner  u  separater  maintenance  out  of  the  estate  or 
pn»i>erty  of  the  liusbnud  or  wife,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  sucli  manner  and 
of  such  amount  as  it  may  think  necessary  or  proper.

Any  woman  to  whom  a  divorce  from  the  bond  of  marriage  is 
decreed  may  be  authorized  by  such  decree  to  change  her  name,  subject  to 
the  same  rights  and  liabilities  as  if  her  name  had  not  been  changed. 

Skc.  10.  After  the  filing  and  during  the  pendency  of  any  i)etition  for 
divorce  the  said  court  may  make  such  hiterlocutory  decrees  and  grant  such 
temporary  hi  junctions  as  may  be  necessary  until  a  hearing  can  be  had 
before  said  court.

the  i)arties,  in  accordance  with  the  blanks  which  shall  be  furnished  them 
by  tlie  secretary  of  state.

For  the  county  of  Bristol,  two  examiners,  one  in  each  of  the  following 
districts,  viz.;  District  one,  composed  of  the  towns  of  Barrington  and 
Warren;  and  district  two,  of  the  town  of  Bristol. 

•  The  number  of  medical  examiners  for  the  county  of  Newport  shall  be 
Ave,  one  in  each  of  the  first  three  districts  and  two  in  district  four;  and 
said  districts  shall  be  composed  as  follows:  District  one,  of  the  towns  of 
Tiverton  and  Little  C'ompton:  district  two,  the  town  of  Portsmouth;  dis- 
trict three,  the  town  of  New  Shoreham:  district  four,  the  city  of  Newport 
and  the  towns  of  Middletown  and  Jamestown. 

Skc,  3.  If  either  of  the  medical  examiners  shall,  at  any  time,  from  any 
cause,  l>e  unable  to  perform  the  dnties  of  his  said  ollice,  or  shall  be  deemed 
by  the  attorney-general  for  any  cause  disqiialifled  therefor,  a  medical  ex- 
aminer from  an  adjoiujns  diHtrict  may  \w  called  upon  to  perform  them. 

Sec.  4.  Every  medical  examiner  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  six 
years,  and  until  another  is  appointed  and  qualified  to  act  in  his  place,  un- 
less sooner  removed  by  the  appointment  of  some  other  person  to  lill  bis 
place. 

Sec.  5.  Every  medical  examiner  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  his  ap- 
pointment, and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond 
with  surety  to,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of.  tlie  general  treasurer  in  the  sutu 
of  one  tliousaud  dollars  for  tlie  faithful  performance  <tt  his  duties. 

8E(r.  (1.  It  the  condition  of  any  such  bond  be  broken,  to  the  injury  of 
any  peraon.  actions  may  be  brought  uiwn  such  txuid  as  upon  the  official 
bonds  of  stie riffs. 

Skc.  7.  Medical  examiners  shall  make  examiuatious  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, upon  bodies  of  such  persons  only  as  are  supposed  to  have  come  to 
their  death  by  violence:    Prori'rfei?.  that  in  case  any  prisoner  in  the  state 
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prison  or  in  any  county  jail  dies  while  so  imprisoned,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  medical  examiner  of  the  district  in  which  such  prison  or  county 
jail  is  situated,  upon  being  notified  of  the  death  of  such  prisoner,  to  make 
at  once  an  examination  upon  the  body  of  such  deceased  prisoner. 

Sec.  8.  When  a  medical  examiner  has  notice  that  there  has  been  found, 
or  is  lying,  within  his  district  the  body  of  a  person  who  is  supposed  to 
have  come  to  his  death  by  violence,  he  shall  forthwith  repair  to  the  place 
where  such  body  lies  and  take  charge  of  the  same ;  and  if,  on  view  thereof 
and  personal  inquiry  into  the  cause  and  manner  of  the  death,  he  deems 
a  further  examination  necessary,  he  shall,  upon  being  thereto  authorized 
in  writing  by  the  attorney-general,  or  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  or  presi- 
dent of  the  town  council  of  the  town  where  such  body  lies,  make  an 
autopsy  in  the  presence  of  two  or  more  discreet  persons  as  witnesses,  and 
shall  then  and  there  carefully  reduce,  or  cause  to  be  reduced,  to  writing 
every  fact  and  circumstance  tending  to  show  the  condition  of  the  body 
and  the  cause  and  manner  of  death,  together  with  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  said  witnesses,  which  record  he  shall  subscribe.  Before  making 
such  autopsy  he  shall  call  the  attention  of  the  witnesses  to  the  position 
and  appearance  of  the  body. 

Sec.  9.  Should  the  medical  examiner  deem  it  advisable  to  have  present 
a  physician  as  one  of  the  witnesses  as  aforesaid,  such  physician  shall  also 
subscribe  the  record  made  by  the  medical  examiner,  and  for  such  service 
he  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  ^ye  dollars. 

Sec.  10.  Town  councils  shall  select  a  suitable  person  to  act  as  coroner 
for  their  resi)ective  towns,  to  hold  his  office  for  three  years  and  until 
another  is  elected  and  qualified  to  act  in  his  place,  unless  sooner  removed 
by  the  election  of  some  other  person  to  fill  his  place. 

Sec.  11.  The  coroners  so  elected  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  as 
coroners  in  their  respective  towns. 

Sec.  12.  The  coroner  shall  appoint  in  writing,  under  his  hand  and  seal, 
one  or  more  discreet  persons  to  act  as  his  deputy  in  case  of  his  absence  or 
inability  to  act,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  coroner,  and  be  subject 
to  like  pahis  and  penalties,  for  malfeasance  in  office  ;  and  the  coroner  shall 
file  a  copy  of  the  appohitment  in  the  town  clerk's  office  of  his  town. 

Sec.  la.  The  coroner  may  suspend  or  discharge  a  deputy.  The  sus- 
pension or  discliarge  of  a  deputy  sliall  be  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
deputy ;  and  the  coroner  shall  fortliwith  file  a  duplicate  thereof  in  the 
town  clerk's  office  of  his  town. 

Skc.  14.  Every  coroner  and  deputy  coroner  shall,  before  enterhig  upon 
tlie  duties  of  his  office,  take  the  engagement  prescribed  in  section  five  of 
diapter  twenty-five. 

Sec.  15.  Wlienever  the  coroner  has  notice  tliat  tliere  is  hi  liis  town 
any  person  who  has  l)een  hijured  by  tlie  criminal  act,  omission,  or  care- 
lessness of  another,  and  that  said  person  believes  that  his  death  is  impend- 


ihK  from  sucli  injury,  said  coroner  may  take  tlie  state  men  t  of  bucIi  persoii 
conceniitig  the  tnaiiiier  in  wliicli,  and  tliir  ]ierson  by  whom,  sucli  injury  waa 
iiiHicted ;  ami  tlip  statement  so  tak^n  sliall  he  re(iiu*(i  t<i  writing  and,  If 
practicable,  in  Die  presence  of  tlie  injured  pursoii. 

Sfx-.  lis.  If,  upon  such  view,  iwrsonal  inquiry,  or  antopay,  the  medical 
examiner  is  of  tlie  opinion  tliat  the  dealli  was  caused  by  the  act  or  neglect 
of  some  person  other  than  the  deceased,  he  shall  at  once  notify  the  attorney- 
general,  and  coroner  of  the  town  where  the  body  was  found,  or  in  which 
H  lies,  and  shall  lile  a  duly  attested  copy  of  the  record  of  his  autopsy,  or 
view,  with  the  said  coroner  and  a  like  copy  with  the  attorney-general ;  and 
shall  in  all  cases  certify  t«  the  officer  iiuviug  the  custody  of  the  records  of 
dt^atlis  in  the  town  in  wliicli  the  decenaed  came  to  his  death,  the  name  and 
residence  of  the  person  deceased,  If  known,  or,  when  the  name  and  resi- 
dence cannot  be  ascertained,  a  description  of  the  deceased,  as  full  as  v>os- 
sibly  may  l>e,  for  identiH cation,  together  with  the  cause  and  manner  by 
and  in  which  be  came  to  his  death. 

Sec.  n.  The  coroner  shall  thereupon  hold  an  ingnest,  which  may  be 
private  ;  in  which  case  any  or  all  persons,  other  than  those  required  to  be 
present  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  may  be  eicluded  from  the  place 
where  such  inquest  is  held,  and  such  coroner  may  also  direct  the  witnesses 
to  be  kept  separate  so  that  they  cannot  converse  with  each  other  until 
they  have  l>een  examined.  The  attoniey-general.  or  some  person  designa- 
ted by  him,  may  attend  the  inquest  and  examine  all  witnesses ;  and  the 
coroner  shall  cause  the  testimony  to  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by 
the  witnesses.  The  attorney-general  may,  if  he  deem  it  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient, direct  an  inquest  to  be  held  in  the  case  of  any  casualty  from 
which  the  death  of  a  person  results. 

SE('.  18.  The  coroner  may  issue  summons  for  witnesses,  returnable  be- 
fore him.  The  persons  served  with  such  process  shall  be  allowed  the  same 
fees,  their  attendance  may  be  enforced  iu  the  same  manner,  and  they  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  penalties,  as  if  served  with  a  summons  in  behalf  of 
the  state  in  a  criminal  prosecution  pendiug  before  a  district  court. 

Skc.  m.  The  coroner  shall,  after  hearing  the  testimony,  draw  up  and 
sign  a  report,  in  which  he  shall  find  and  certify  when,  where,  and  by  what 
means  the  person  deceased  came  to  liis  death ;  his  name,  if  known,  and 
all  material  circumstances  attending  his  death  ;  and  if  it  appears  that  his 
death  resulted  wholly  or  in  part  from  the  imlawful  act  of  any  other  per- 
son, he  shall  further  state  the  uame  of  such  person,  if  known  to  him,  and 
he  shall  lile  such  report,  and  the  testimony  by  him  taken,  together  with  a 
copy  of  the  record  of  the  autopsy  or  view,  in  the  ofHce  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  wherein  an  indictment  for  the  offence  may  be  foimd, 

Skc.  20.  The  coroner  shall  bind  such  witnesses  as  he  deems  necessary, 
or  as  the  attorney-general  may  designate,  by  recognlEance  in  a  reasonable 
sum,   with  sulllcient  surety,  to  persoually  appear,  at  such  time  as  the 


coroner  may  deBignnt^,  at  the  district  court  of  the  rtistrict  wherein  1 
inqiieet  is  held,  nnil  not  deiiart  therefrom  until  discharfted  by  said  cou] 
and  if  any  aueli  witness  shall  refuse  to  recognize  as  aforesaid,  the 
shall  commit  such  witness  tn  the  jail  in  the  same  county,  there  to  remain 
until  lie  shall  so  recognize  or  be  otherwise  discharned  aecjirding  to  law. 

Skc.  21,  If  Hie  report  of  the  coroner  shall  slatt^  that  the  death  was 
caused  by  the  unlawful  act  or  by  the  gross  carelessness  of  any  other  per- 
son, Hud  by  whose  act  the  same  was  comniittcKl.  he  shall  ini mediately 
make  a  complaint  thereof  agahist  the  person  accused,  in  writinK  and  on 
oath,  to  the  justice  or  clerk  of  the  district  court  in  the  district  where  the 
oifeiice  was  committed,  to  the  uiteiit  that  the  iieraou  killing  or  behig  in 
any  way  criminally  instrumental  to  the  death  may  he  apprehended ;  bnt 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  complaint 
being  made  at  any  time  before  the  finding  of  the  report  And  the  coroner 
shall  forthwitii,  in  writing,  notify  the  attorney-general  of  the  complaint 
aforesaid,  that  he  may  appear  by  himself  or  some  peraou  appointed  by  him, 
at  the  examination,  and  prosecute  the  complaint  in  behalf  of  the  state. 

Sec.  22,  If  a  medical  examiner  rejiorts  tlmt  a  death  was  not  caused  Ity 
the  act  or  neglect  of  some  [lerson  other  than  the  deceasefl,  hod  the  attor- 
ney-general is  of  a  contrary  opinion,  the  attorney-general  may,  notwith- 
standing such  re{>ort.  direct  au  inquest  to  be  held  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter;  at  which  inquest  be.  or  some  other  person 
designated  by  him,  sliall  esamine  all  the  witnesses. 

SBC.  23.  The  meilical  examiner  may,  if  he  deem  it  necessary,  employ  a 
chemist  to  aid  in  the  examination  of  the  body,  or  of  sulistances  supposed 
to  have  caused  or  contributed  to  the  death ;  and  such  chemist  shall  be 
entitled  to  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  medical  examiner 
certilies  to  im  just  and  reasonable,  the  same  being  audited  and  allowed  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Hkc.  24.  When  a  medical  examiner  views  or  makes  an  examination  of 
the  dead  body  of  a  stranger,  he  shall  cause  the  bo<ly  to  he  decently  buried: 
and  it  he  certiBes  that  he  has  made  careful  inquiry,  and  that  to  the  best 
of  bis  knowledge  and  belief  the  person  found  dead  is  a  stranger,  having 
no  settlement  in  any  town  of  the  state,  his  fees,  with  the  actual  expense 
of  burial,  shall  be  paid  from  the  general  treasury,  In  all  other  cases  the 
expense  ot  the  burial  shall  be  first  paid  by  the  town  wheieln  the  body  is 
fouud,  and  such  town  may  recover  the  money  so  paid  from  the  town  where 
such  person  last  bad  a  settlement :  Provided,  however,  that  the  general 
treasurer,  or  any  town,  ultimately  paying  any  such  burial  expenses,  shall 
have  tlie  right  to  recover  such  burial  expenses  from  the  estate  of  the 
deceased  person. 

Sbc.  25.  When  services  are  rendered  in  brhiguig  to  land  the  dead  body 
of  a  person  found  in  any  of  the  harbors,  rivers,  or  water  of  the  state,  the 
medical  examiner  may  allow  such  comiH-nsatiou  fur  such  scrvii-es  as  he 
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■Bems  reaaoiiable;  but  tlii§  provision  ahull  not  entitle  iiny  pi^rson  to  i^oiu- 
nnsatiou  for  servjt-ps  rendered  in  sean'liing  for  a.  deiid  body. 
BBec  2(1.  In  all  cases  arising  under  tlie  provisions  of  tliis  cliapter,  the 
bedictti  examiner  sliall  take  cliarge  of  any  money  ur  other  personal  prop- 
erty of  th<i  deeeased,  found  upon  or  near  the  body,  and  shall  deliver  tlie 
same  to  the  person  entitled  to  ita  custody  or  posaeaaion;  or  it  not  claimed 
by  such  person  within  sixty  days,  then  to  an  administrator,  to  be  admin- 
istetvd  upon  aei'ording  to  law. 

Sec.  27.  A  medical  examiner  who  fmudulently  neglecta  or  refuaea  to 
deliver  any  a uch  property  within  three  days,  afterdemand  H|ion  liim  there- 
for, shall  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  two  years  or  be  fined  not  exceeding 
five  Imudred  dollars. 

Hkc.  2».  The  fees  of  coroners  shall,  for  the  services  specified  in  this 
chapter,  be  us  follows,  namely:  For  receiving  and  filing  a  duly  attested 
copy  of  the  reconl  of  an  autopsy,  Hfty  cents;  for  every  page  of  two  hun- 
dred words  of  written  testimony,  thirty  cents;  for  each  day's  attendance 
ill  holding:  the  inquest,  live  dollars;  for  the  recognizance  uf  witnesses, 
thirty-five  cents;  and  for  drawing  up  and  filUig  a  rejmrt  in  court,  five 
dollars.  Said  fees  having  ^m^n  audited  liy  the  state  auditor,  upon  certifi- 
eate  of  the  attorney-general,  shall  be  paid  by  the  general  treasurer. 

Skc.  2S.  Each  medical  examiner  shall  receive  fees  as  follows:  For  a 
view  without  an  autopsy,  four  dollars;  for  a  view  and  an  autopsy,  thirty 
dullars;  and  for  travel,  at  the  rat«  of  ten  cents  a  mile  to  the  place  of  vievt. 
He  shall  also  have  power,  in  case  of  an  autopsy,  to  employ  a  clerk  at  an 
expense  not  exceeding  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  actual  service. 

SK(.'.  •')().  Every  medical  examiner  shall  return  an  account  of  the  ex- 
penses of  each  view  or  autopsy,  including  his  fees,  to  the  state  auditor, 
and  shall  annex  to  his  return  the  written  authority  under  which  the 
autopsy  was  made.  The  state  auditor  shall  audit  such  account  and  certify 
to  the  general  treasurer  what  items  in  such  account  are  deemed  just  and 
reasonable,  and  audi  items  shall  he  paid  by  said  treasurer  to  the  persons 
entitleii  to  receive  the  same. 

Hkv.  31 .  Me-dical  examiners  shall,  iu  the  books  provided  by  the  secretary 
of  state,  keep  a  record  of  all  views  of  bodies  found  dead,  together  with 
their  view  and  autopsy  reports,  and,  on  the  first  of  .January,  April,  .July, 
and  October,  shall  forward  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  tioard  of  health 
attested  copies  of  such  records  of  views,  together  with  the  view  reports 
and  conclusions  from  autopsies.  Should  the  commission  of  service  of  a 
medical  examiner  expire  liefore  the  end  of  a  quarter,  the  said  examiner 
shall  at  once  forward  to  the  said  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health  tlie 
records  and  reports  of  all  cases  unreported  at  date  of  expiratiou  of  said 
aervice. 

For  each  and  every  copy  of  said  records  aud  reports  forwarded 
,to  the  said  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health,  medical  examiners  Khali 
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receive  twenty-flve  cents,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  upon  the 
voucher  of  said  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health  that  such  copy  of 
reports  and  records  have  been  received  by  him. 

Sec.  38.  The  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health  shall  cause  the  re- 
turns received  by  him  for  each  year,  in  accordance  with  this  chapter,  to 
be  bound  together  with  an  index  thereto ;  the  state  registrar  shall  prepare 
or  cause  to  be  prepared  from  the  said  returns  such  tabular  results  as  will 
render  them  of  practical  utility,  and  shall  make  report  thereof  annually 
in  connection  with  the  report  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  required  by 
chapter  one  hundred. 
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nbli,: 


The  fort^-ninth  Annual  Report  upon  tlie  KegistratiOD  of  llirthg,  Mar- 
riages, and  neatha  in  Ktiode  Islami,  and  includiiiK  judicial  procedure  hi 
tvlation  to  divorce,  during  the  year  1001,  witli  couipeiidiavy  tabley  of  the 
resnlts  of  registration  hi  the  previous  years,  is  herewith  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

Tlie  plan  nf  the  preeedbig  years,  iii  regard  to  tlie  geiienil  arrangement  of 
the  tables,  suniniiiries.  and  coninieiits,  has  lieen  followed  in  this  report, 
except  that  Table  IX  of  the  yearly  report  of  cunses  of  deaths  Iiub  been 
ie-adjust«d  to  conform  to  the  nomenclature  of  the  so-called  Bertillon  sys* 
tern. 

In  the  s|>ecial  tables  the  object  has  been  to  present  the  important  facts  , 
of  many  years  of  registration,  as  well  as  of  single  years,  in  such  manner  as 
to  make  them  readily  apparent  and  relieve  the  reader  of  the  statistics  of 
much  of  the  labor  of  personal  examination  of  each  of  the  general  tables 
of  the  preceding  reports  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  relation  the 
Tariflus  facts  bear  to  each  other. 

While  this  classification  does  not  reach  a  perfection  which  may  be  de- 
sired by  all  registrars,  it  has  been  adopted  in  order  that  it  may  be  in  con- 
formity with  the  registration  reports  of  all  other  principal  cities  and  States 
having  a  system  of  registration.  It  also  places  the  report  in  confonnation 
with  the  registration  reports  of  Canmia  and  other  foreign  countries,  which 
have  agreed  to  adopt  this  system  at  this  time.

During  the  period  of  forty -eight  years  there  were  recorded,  in 
Ehode  Island,  326,306  births,  of  which  number  12,166  were  still- 
born, and  314,141  were  living  children. 

During  the  same  period  there  were  recorded  120,801  marriages, 
or  241,602  persons  manied;  and  229,029  deaths. 

These  results  show  that  in  every  26.8  births  there  was  one  still- 
born child,  or  that  in  every  1,000  births  there  were  about  37  still- 
born and  963  living  children.

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The  varyiD^  numbers  of  the  events  of  births,  mariiages,  and 
deaths  occurring  in  the  different  towns  during  each  of  the  six 
years  ending  December  31,  1901,  are  very  concisely  presented  in 
Table  XIV,  and  a  ready  means  is  thereby  afforded  of  comparing 
and  studying  the  changes  in  the  vital  movements  of  the  people  in 
the  different  precincts  during  those  years. 

The  actual  increase  of  population  in  the  State,  for  the  ten  years 
1890  to  1900,  was  83,048,  or  24.0  per  cent.,  or  an  annual  average  of 
two  and  four-tenths  per  cent.  The  increase  by  immigration  must 
have  been  nearly  twice  as  large  as  the  natural  increase.

The  number  of  deaths,  in  proportion  to  the  living  population, 
varies  considerably  from  year  to  year  in  the  diflferent  towns.  The 
smaller  the  towns  the  greater  generally  is  the  annual  variation. 

The  highest  rate  occurred  in  Scituate,  that  is,  24.7  in  every  1,000 
of  the  population;  followed  by  Tiverton,  23.0,  and  Barrington, 
22.5. 

The  lowest  death  rate  was  in  Jamestown,  that  is,  8.6  in  every 
1,000  of  the  population ;  followed  by  Middletown,  with  9.4,  and 
New  Shoreham,  with  9.9.

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Daring  the  ten  years  1871-1880,  the  average  annual  birth  rate 
was  one  birth  to  every  39.7  of  the  population,  or  26.2  births  in 
every  1,000;  during  the  ten  years  1881-1890,  the  average  birth 
rate  was  one  birth  in  every  41.0  of  the  population,  or  24.3  in  every 
1,000,  a  falling  oflF  of  a  proportion  of  nearly  one  birth  in  every 
1,000  of  the  population. 

From  1891  to  1900  the  average  annual  birth  rate  was  one  birth 
in  every  37.9  of  the  population,  or  26.2  in  every  1,000. 

During  the  period  of  ten  years  1871-1880,  the  average  annual 
death  rate  was  one  in  every  58.4  of  the  population,  or  17.2  in  every 
1,000,  according  to  the  returns.  During  the  ten  years  1881-1890, 
the  average  annual  death  rate  was  one  in  every  53.4  of  the  popu- 
lation, or  18.8  in  every  1,000  of  the  living.  From  1891  to  1900  the 
average  annual  death  rate  was  one  in  every  52.9  of  the  population, 
or  19.0  in  every  1,000  of  the  living. 

It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  returns  during  the 
last  ten  years  have  been  more  complete  than  in  previous  years.

The  registration  of  births,  in  1901,  is  of  interest  as  continuing 
to  sliow,  as  usual,  a  smaller  proportion  of  children  born  of  native 
fathers  than  of  foreign  fathers.

DIVORCES,  1901. 


According  to  the  returns  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  (State  Begistrar)  by  the  clerks  of  the  Supreme 
Courts  of  the  different  counties  of  Bhode  Island,  the  number  of 
applications  for  divorce,  during  1901,  was  seven  hundred  and  fifty- 
one  (761). 

The  number  of  divorces  granted,  during  1901,  was  five  hundred 
and  seventeen. 

There  were  37  more  applications,  during  1901,  than  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  number  of  divorces  granted  was  51  more. 

Divorces  are  decreed  for  the  following  seven  statute  causes,  viz.: 

1.  Adultery. 

2.  Extreme  cruelty. 

3.  Willful  desertion  for  five  years  of  either  of  the  parties,  or 
for  a  shorter  period,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

4.  Continued  drunkenness. 


5.    Neglect  or  refusal  to  provide  necessaries  (having  ability) 
for  the  subsistence  of  a  wiie. 


(].    Gross  misbehavior  and  wickedness  other  than  aforesaid. 

7.     Impoteucy. 

Divorces  are  also  decreed,  or  marriages  set  aside,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court,  for  ascertaiued  atHriity,  consanguinity,  idiocy, 
insanity,  penitentiary  crimes,  and  bigamous  or  otherwise  illegal 
marriage. 


The  following  table  shows  the  iiumber  of  applicatdons  for  di- 
vorce, and  the  Dumber  graoted,  io  1901,  in  each  couoty  of  the 
State;  also  the  causes  alleged  for  the  applications: 
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There  were,  during:  the  year  1901,  seven  hundred  and  fifty-one 
(751)  applicatiouu  for  divorce,  and  the  whole  number  of  causes 
alleged  was  fourteen  huodred  and  eighty-eight  (1,488).  There 
was,  therefore,  an  average  of  nearly  two  causes  alleged  in  each 
application. 

The  causes  alleged  why  divorces  shonld  be  granted  in  the  appli- 
cations, duiiug  1001,  were  118  more  in  number  than  in  1900.

The  ratio  of  divorces  granted  in  the  entire  State,  during  1901, 
to  the  whole  number  of  marriages  during  the  same  year,  was  one 
divorce  to  every  seven  and  four-tenths  marriages,  as  previously 
stated. 

During  the  ten  years  1869  to  1878,  inclusive,  the  ratio  of  divorce 
to  number  of  marriages  was  one  divorce  to  every  thirteen ;  during 
the  ten  years  1879  to  1888,  inclusive,  the  ratio  was  one  divorce  to 
every  ten  and  six-tenths  marriages. 

The  average  of  the  last  ten  years  was  one  divorce  to  every  nine 
and  five-tenths  marriages. 

During  the  thirty-three  years  1869-1901  the  average  proportions 
of  divorce  to  marriage,  in  the  several  counties  and  the  State,  have 
been  as  follows :

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DEATHS,  1901. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  Rhode  Island  during  1901, 
according  to  the  returns  made  to  the  State  Registrar,  was  seven 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  sixty-six  (7,966). 

This  number  is  larger  by  608  than  that  of  the  year  1899,  and 
smaller  by  857  than  that  of  1900. 

The  death  rate  (18.2  in  every  1,000  living  persons)  was  2.4  lower 
than  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  following  summary  will  show  the  death  rates  per  1,000  for 
each  of  the  last  five  census  years,  in  comparison  with  the  last  five 
years :

Of  the  whole  number  of  decedents,  7,960,  5,(>54  were  native  born, 
that  is,  were  born  in  the  United  States,  and  2,312  were  born  out- 
side of  the  United  States. 


Pahentaoe  of  Decedents. 


Of  the  whole  number  of  decedents,  7,966,  reported  in  19ni.  3,2e4 
were  of  native,  and  4,702  were  of  foreign  and  unknown  parentage. 

By  the  term  "  foreign  jxireiUage  "  is  meant  the  decedents  whose 
fathers  were  born  in  some  other  country  and  not  in  the  United 
Htatert.  The  grandchildren  of  the  foreign  born  are  reckoned  as  of 
native  parentage,  if  their  fathers  were  born  in  the  United  States. 

The  following  twelve  towns  reported  a  larger  number  of  deca- 
dents of  foreign  parentage  than  of  native,  namely  :  Warren,  War- 
wick, "nverton,  Bunillville,  Central  Falls,  Cumberland,  Johnston, 
Lincoln,  North  Smithfield,  Pawtucket,  Providence,  and  Woon- 
socket ;  alt^o  the  State  Institutions  at  Cranston. 

These  nnmbers  vaiied  from  a  moderate  excess  to  three  or  four 
times  as  many  of  foreign  as  of  native  jiarentaye.

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Age  of  Decedents. 

In  Table  I,  on  pages  2-5,  may  be  found  the  aggregate  and 
average  age  of  all  the  decedents  whose  deaths  occurred  in  1901, 
and  with  the  age  of  each  sex  in  each  town  and  county  in  the 
State. 

By  that  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  age  of  all  the 
male  decedents  in  the  State,  in  1901,  was  35.01  years,  and  that  the 
average  age  of  all  the  female  decedents,  in  the  same  year,  was 
38.07  years ;  the  average  age  of  all  decedents,  of  both  sexes,  was 
36.51  years. 

The  average  age  of  the  total  decedents  in  the  State,  in  1901,  was 
nearly  three  yeara  greater  than  the  average  for  1900. 

The  average  age  of  the  male  decedents,  in  1901,  was  three  and 
twenty  one-hundredths  of  a  year  greater,  and  the  average  age  of 
the  female  decedents  was  two  and  forty-nine  one-hundredths  of  a 
year,  greater  than  in  the  previous  year.

The  statistics  of  the  causes  of  death  in  Ebotle  l8]and,  iu  li)01, 
may  be  fouud  m  Tables  VII,  VHI,  IX,  and  X.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  deaths,  as  previously  stated,  was  7,llGfi,  which  was  857  less 
than  the  number  returned  in  1900,  and  508  greater  than  the  num- 
ber reported  in  1891t.  The  number  of  which  the  cause  of  death 
was  reported  was  7,924,  and  the  number  of  which  the  cause  was 
not  stated  was  42.

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The  number  of  deaths  from  consumption,  in  1901,  was  3  more 
than  in  1900. 

From  pneumonia  there  was  a  decrease  of  224  deaths  from  that 
of  the  previous  year.  The  fatality  from  pneumonia,  however,  has 
been  slowly  increasing,  in  proportion  to  whole  number  of  deaths, 
for  the  last  twenty  years. 

From  diseases  of  the  heart  there  was  a  decrease  of  16  deaths 
from  1900.  Diseases  of  the  heart  have  been  steadily  increasing 
as  causes  of  death,  the  mortality  in  1900  being  the  largest  ever 
recorded  in  this  State. 

From  kidney  diseases  there  was  a  decrease  of  11  from  the  num- 
ber in  1900. 

There  were  306  deaths  from  cancer  in  1901,  an  increase  of  14 
over  the  number  in  1900. 


CnMPAiiATivK  Statistics  am)  Comments. 


There  have  been  presented  in  the  preceding  pages,  numerically 
and  in  tabular  form,  the  different  causes  of  death  in  Rhode  Island, 
in  1901,  with  various  SQUimaries  and  illustrations.  lu  Tables  VII 
and  VIII  they  were  presented  at  cousiderable  length,  in  various 
speciiit^  terms ;  iu  Table  IX  more  or  less  grouped  in  a  general 
nosological  arrangement ;  and  in  Table  X  the  same  for  a  period 
of  forty -seven  years. 

In  Table  VH  the  number  of  deaths  from  mch  cause  and  of  eauA. 
sex  is  shown,  for  eac/i  mnjiifi  in  the  year,  and  the  nathnly  aud 
pare7ttii(fe  of  the  decedents  from  eiu-h  cause  during  the  year. 

In  Table  VIII  the  number  of  decedents  of  euch  xej:,  from  each 
eavge,  in  the  iliffereiit  j)eriiirle  of  life,  is  given. 

In  Table  IX,  with  the  Bertillon  classification  and  percentage 
of  causes  of  death,  the  number  of  each  general  cause,  in  each 
division  of  larger  population,  is  given. 

In  Table  X  a  nosological  summary  of  causes  of  death  for  the 
whole  State,  in  each  of  forty-nine  years,  is  given,  arranged  by 
the  Bertillon  system. 

Table  LX  is  a  coropend,  in  part,  of  Tables  VII,  VIII,  aud  IX, 
previously  alluded  to,  and  contains  the  particulars  of  the  most 
important  causes  of  death  iu  1^1,  and  comprises  the  principal 
causes  which  will  be  commented  upon  in  the  following  pages :

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Apoplexy  and  Paralysis. 

There  were  499  deaths  from  apoplexy  and  paralysis  in  Rhode 
Island,  in  1901,  according  to  the  returns.  The  number  reported 
is  7  less  than  in  the  year  1900. 

The  whole  number  of  deaths  from  these  two  causes  represents 
6.27  per  cent,  of  all  causes,  and  a  proportion  of  1.14  to  every  one 
thousand  of  the  population. 

Of  the  sexes,  there  were  223  males  and  276  females. 

Of  parentage,  253  were  of  native  parentage,  and  246  of  foreign. 

As  observed  in  previous  reports,  the  older  native  population  has 
steadily  been,  in  a  very  large  proportion,  more  prone  to  apoplexy 
than  the  foreign,  or  the  children  of  the  foreign,  population. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  apoplexy 
and  paralysis,  to  the  whole  mortality  from  all  causes,  has  steadily 
increased  from  about  three  and  three-quarters  per  cent.,  during 
the  first  quinquennial  (1866-1870),  to  nearly  six  per  cent,  during 
the  quinquennial  (1896-1900). 

The  following  Table  will  present  the  sex,  parental,  and  local 
relations  of  apoplexy  and  paralysis,  as  causes  of  death,  during 
the  last  thirty-six  years  (Providence  city  not  included  in  the 
Providence  county  statement) :

During  the  period  of  thirty-six  years,  1866  to  1901,  inclusive, 
the  proportions  of  the  sexes  of  the  decedents  from  typhoid  fever 
in  the  State  were  93  females  to  every  100  males.

This  number  represents  8.6  per  cent,  of  all  causes,  and  a  pro- 
portion of  1.56  to  every  1,000  of  the  population. 

Sex, — There  were  341  male  decedents  and  344  female  decedents ; 
a  proportion  of  about  99  males  to  every  100  females. 

Parentage, — Of  the  685  decedents  from  diseases  of  the  heart,  in 
1901,  there  were  303  of  native  parentage  and  382  of  foreign,  a 
proportion  of  about  79  of  native  parentage  to  every  100  of  foreign.

It  will  be  seen  that  43  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  from  diseases 
of  the  heart  were  of  persons  over  sixty  yeai-s  of  age,  and  under 
eighty. 

Di6ea)^es  of  the  heart  have  acquired  large  importance  as  a  cause 
of  death.  From  38.7  in  every  1,000  deaths  fi-om  all  caUHes,  in  186G, 
heart  diseases  have  gradually  increased  to  86.0  in  every  1,00U  io 
1901. 


ISFLtTENZA, 
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The  eveut,  diu-ing  the  fii-st  four  months  of  the  yeai' 
very  extraordiuaiy  and  perhaps  unprecedented  prevalence  of 
form  of  influenza,  which  was  unlike  that  of  ordinary  occurrence 
in  that  it  affected  indiscriminately  all  the  functions  and  nearly  ail 
the  organs  of  the  body,  varying  with  the  individuals  attacked, 
and  the  re-appearance  of  the  same,  although  in  greatly  lessened 
uumliei's,  in  1891,  warrants  a  continued  notice  not  given  previous 
to  IHOO  in  the  Registration  reports  to  the  affection  so  named. 

The  disease  was,  in  1890,  mostly  largely  confined  to  the  respira- 
tory passages,  and  resulted  in  a  largely  increased  mortality  from 
bronchitis  and  consumption.  During  1891  the  disease  was  equally 
as  severe,  affecting  in  a  larger  measure  the  brain  and  other  nerve 
centres,  and  the  direct  mortality  was  even  larger  than  that  of  1890. 
The  prevalence  was  largest  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year, 
and  again  in  December. 

The  increase  iu  December  of  1891  was  followed  by  a  sudden 
augmentation  in  the  first  four  months  of  the  following  year,  1R92, 
the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  198,  occurring  iu  January  of  1892. 
The  total  for  1892  was  336,  or  about  twice  as  much  as  for  either 
of  the  previous  years.  In  1893  there  were  84  deaths  reported 
resulting  from  infltt6n/.;i.   Titw  waa'iW.Xesa'C&ft.wXw'V^'Sl.,  lii 
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there  were  1G6  deaths  from  influenza  reported,  an  increase  of  95 
per  cent,  from  1H!)3,  and  a.  decrease  of  over  50  per  cent  from  1892. 
Prom  influenza  there  were  115  deaths  in  1895,  in  181)(>  there  were 
bnt  42  deaths,  in  1897  there  were  153  deaths,  in  1898  there  were  76 
deaths,  in  1899  there  were  219  denthn.  Id  19110  there  were  255  deaths, 
and  in  1901  there  were  14G  deaths. 

•Sex. — Of  the  146  deaths  from  influenza,  in  1901,  55  were  males 
and  91  were  females,  a  proportion  of  60  males  to  every  100  fe- 
males.

Seum}i. — Of  the  14t!  deaths  from  influenza,  during  1901,  113  oc- 
curred in  the  first  ({narter  of  the  year,  26  in  the  second,  1  in  the 
third,  and  7  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

Age. — There  were  IK  under  5  yeai-s  of  age,  5  from  6  to  20  years, 
13  from  20  to  40,  24  from  40  to  60,  64  from  GO  to  80.  24  from  80  years 
of  a^  and  over.

The  gi'eatest  mortality  appears  to  be  among' females,  there  being 
153  females  to  every  100  males.  The  parentage  appears  to  be 
nearly  equally  divided  between  native  and  foreign,  there  being 
102  foreign  to  100  native. 

The  largest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  Providence  city,  but 
this  is  not  out  of  proportion  to  the  proportionate  number  and 
density  of  population.

Of  the  5  deaths  from  dementia,  the  secondary  cause  given  in  1 
case  was  diarrhrea;  1,  chronic  nephritis;  1,  lepto-meningitis ;  1» 
melancholia ;  and  1  case  with  no  secondary  cause  given. 

Of  the  18  deaths  from  insanity,  tt\e  aetowiaxNi  eswis-e^  ^-sfe-^Nxi-XV 
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cases  was  general  paralysis ;  3,  Bright*s  disease ;  1,  sarcoma  of 
vulva ;  and  2  with  no  secondary  cause  given. 

Of  the  6  deaths  from  acute  and  chronic  mania,  the  secondary 
cause  given  in  3  cases  was  Bright*s  disease ;  1,  enteritis ;  and  2 
with  no  secondary  cause  given. 

Of  the  4  deaths  from  melancholia,  the  secondary  cause  in  1  caae 
was  nephritis ;  and  1,  monomania,  with  no  secondary  cause  given 
in  2  cases.

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THE  RETlTiNS  OF  THR  MKDinAL  EXAMINERS. 


The  iiuiiiber  of  (lefith«  iuvestig-ated  by  the  medical  examiners 
during  the  year  IHOI  was  541.  These  deaths  resulted  from  sudden, 
suspicious,  unknown,  aud  violent  causes.  Of  this  number  408,  ot 
75.4  per  cent.,  were  males ;  and  133,  or  24.G  per  cent.,  were  females. 

HoMiriDE. — The  number  of  deaths  from  homicide  was  G,  or  1.1 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  iuvestignted,  Of  the  C  oaaea  of 
hoDHcide,  1  was  by  pistol-shot  in  the  iutestiuea,  1  by  pistol-shot 
iu  heart,  1  by  biiUet-wound  in  head,  1  by  contusions  of  head  by 
being  struck  by  bottle,  and  2  by  illuminating  gas.  In  one  case  th» 
assailant  was  brought  to  trial,  convicted,  and  sentenced  ;  in  thre* 
instances  the  assailantH  committed  suicide.

Section  I.  The  town  clerks  of  the  several  towns,  or  any  person  whm 
the  boitrd  of  aldermen  of  any  city,  or  the  town  council  of  any  town,  nift] 
appoint  for  that  pnrpoae,  shall  obtain,  chrouolouicuUy  record  and  indei 
as  required  by  the  forms  prescribed  by  section  three  uf  this  chapter,  s 
Information  concerning  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  occurring  amoi 
the  inhabitants  of  their  respective  towns ;  and  on  or  before  the  first  Mon 
day  in  March,  annually,  shall  make  duly  certified  returns  thereof  to  thl 
secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health  for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty 
first  day  of  Decemlier  next  preceding,  accompanying  the  same  with  a 
of  the  persons  required  by  law  to  make  returns  to  them  who  have  t 
lected  to  do  so,  and  with  such  remarks  relating  to  the  object  of  thU 
chapter  as  they  may  deem  important  to  communicate.

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SYNOPSIS  OF  THE  LAW  OF  MARRIAGE. 


GENERAL  LAWS.  CIIAFrER  191. 

Skctions  1.  2,  and  3  show  wiiat  kindred  persons  cannot  marry,  and  de- 
clare marriages  within  prohibited  degrees  null  and  void. 

Section  4  makes  an  exception  in  favor  of  Jews,  withhi  tlie  degrees  of 
affinity  or  consanguinity  allowed  by  their  religion. 

Skction  5  declares  the  marriage  of  persons  having  a  husband  or  wife 
living,  and  of  idiots  and  lunatics,  absolutely  void. 

vSe(-.  0.  Any  minister  or  elder  of  any  religious  denomination  who  shall 
be  domiciled  in  the  state,  and  shall  have  registered  with  the  towTi  clerk 
and  have  received  a  license,  may  join  persons  in  marriage  in  this  state. 

Section  7  designates  who  shall  be  considered  as  belonging  to  a  religious 
denomination  within  the  meaning  of  the  preceding  section.

For  issuing  such' license  the  town  or  city 
clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  one  dollar :  Provided,  that  when  the 
persons  intending  to  be  joined  in  marriage  live  in  different  towns  or  cities 
in  this  state  the  fee  shall  be  fifty  cents  in  each  town  or  city.  Such  license 
shall  be  i)resented  to  the  minister,  elder,  justice,  warden,  or  other  person 
who  iK'ri'ornis  the  nuirriage  ceremony. 

Six  TioN  11  provides  for  the  control  of  marriages  of  minors,  and  requires 
tlu*  written  consent  of  the  parent  or  guardian  before  the  information  pro- 
vided for  ill  section  ten  can  be  given.  Persons  over  eighteen  years  of  age, 
however,  wlio  may  have  no  parent  or  guardian,  may  make  oath  relative  to 
that  fact  to  the  city  or  town  clerk,  and  may  then  give  the  required  informa- 
tion called  for  in  the  application.

deaths  in  the  town  in  whicli  the  deceased  came  to  his  death,  the  nanie  and 
residence  of  th«!  person  deceased,  if  known,  or,  wht^n  the  name  and  resi- 
dence cannot  be  asi'ertaiiied,  a  description  of  the  deceased,  as  full 
sibly  may  lie,  for  identification,  together  with  the  cause  and  manner 
and  in  which  be  came  to  his  deatli. 

Skc.  it.  The  coroner  shall  thereupon  hold  an  inquest,  whicli  may 
private  ;  in  which  case  any  or  all  persons,  other  tiian  those  required  to 
present  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  may  Ijc  excluded  from  the  pli 
where  such  inquest  is  held,  and  such  coroner  may  also  direct  the  witnei 
to  he  kept  separate  su  tliat  tliey  cannot  converse  with  each  other 
they  have  been  examined.  Tlie  attorney-general,  or  some  person  deslgi 
ted  by  him,  may  attend  the  inquest  and  examine  all  witnesses  ;  and  the 
coroner  slutll  cause  the  testimony  to  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  liy 
the  witnesses.  The  attomeyTjenerai  may.  if  he  deem  it  nec«ssary  or 
pedient,  direct  an  inquest  to  be  lieid  iu  the  case  of  any  casualty  fi 
which  the  death  of  a  person  results. 

Skc.  is.  The  coroner  may  issue  summons  for  witnesses,  retiinialile 
fore  him.  The  persons  served  with  such  process  shall  t*  allowed  the 
fees,  their  att«udauee  may  hv  enton'«d  io  the  same  manner,  and  ttiey  shall 
be  subject  to  tile  saute  penalties,  as  if  served  with  a  summons  in  behalf  of 
tlie  state  in  a  criminal  prosecution  pending  before  a  dbtrict  conit. 

Hev.  1».  The  coroner  sliall,  after  hearing  the  testimony,  draw  up  and 
sign  a  report,  in  which  lie  sliall  Hnd  and  certify  when,  where,  and  by  what 
means  the  person  deceased  came  to  his  death ;  1  lis  name,  if  known,  and 
all  material  circumstances  attending  his  death  :  and  if  it  appears  tliat  his 
death  resulted  wholly  or  in  part  from  the  unlawful  act  of  any  other  per- 
son, he  shall  furtlier  stat«  the  name  of  sucli  person,  if  known  to  him.  and 
lie  shall  lile  sucli  report,  and  tiie  testimony  by  him  taken,  together  witii  a 
copy  of  the  record  of  tlie  autopsy  or  view,  iu  tlie  olHce  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  wherein  an  hidictment  for  the  olTence  may  be  found. 

Bkc.  20.  The  coroner  sliall  bind  sucli  witnesses  as  be  deems  necessai 
or  as  the  attorney-general  may  ilesignate,  by  recoguic-ance  In  a  reasotuiM 
sum,   wilh    suliicient  surely,   Iw  petawv.vW'j  a\v(ic«i.T.  vA.  -sjimV 
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coroner  may  desijpiate,  at  the  district  court  of  the  district  wherein  the 
inquest  is  held,  and  not  depart  therefrom  until  discharged  by  said  court ; 
and  if  any  such  witness  shall  refuse  to  recognize  as  aforesaid,  the  coroner 
shall  commit  sucli  witness  to  the  jail  hi  t)ie  same  county,  there  to  remain 
until  he  shall  so  recognize  or  be  otherwise  discharged  according  to  law. 

Skc.  21.  If  the  report  of  the  coroner  shall  state  that  the  death  was 
caused  by  the  unlawful  uct  or  by  the  gross  carelessness  of  any  other  yiev- 
son,  and  by  whose  act  the  same  was  committed,  he  shall  immediately 
make  a  complaint  thereof  against  the  person  accused,  in  writing  and  on 
oath,  to  the  justice  or  clerk  of  the  district  court  in  the  district  where  the 
offence  was  committed,  to  the  intent  that  the  person  killing  or  being  in 
any  way  criminally  instrumental  to  the  death  may  be  apprehended ;  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  he  so  construed  as  to  prevent  complaint 
l)ehig  made  at  any  time  before  the  lindhig  of  the  report.  And  the  coroner 
shall  forthwith,  in  writing,  notify  the  attorney-general  of  the  complaint 
aforesaid,  that  he  may  appear  by  himself  or  some  person  appointed  by  him, 
at  the  examination,  and  prosecute  the  claim  in  behalf  of  the  state. 

Sei'.  22.  If  a  medical  examhier  reports  that  a  death  was  not  caused  by 
the  act  or  neglect  of  some  person  other  than  the  deceased,  and  the  attor- 
ney-general is  of  a  contrary  opinion,  the  attorney-general  may,  notwith- 
standing such  report,  direct  an  inquest  to  be  held  in  accordance  with  the 
l)rovisions  of  this  chapter;  at  which  hiquest  he,  or  some  other  person 
designated  by  him,  shall  examine  all  the  witnesses. 

Skc.  2;i.  The  medical  examiner  may,  if  he  deem  it  necessary,  emi>loy  a 
chemist  to  aid  in  the  examination  of  the  body,  or  of  substances  supposed 
to  have  caused  or  contributed  to  the  death  ;  and  such  chemist  shall  be 
entitled  to  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  medical  examiner 
certifies  to  be  jnst  and  reasonable,  the  same  being  audited  and  allowed  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sk(  .  24.  When  a  medical  examhier  views  or  makes  an  examination  of 
the  dead  body  of  a  stranger,  he  shall  cause  the  body  to  be  decently  buried  ; 
and  if  he  certilies  that  he  has  made  careful  inquiry,  and  that  to  the  best 
of  his  knowledge  and  beli(^f  the  i>erson  found  dead  is  a  stranger,  having 
no  setth^iiKMit  in  any  town  of  the  state,  his  fees,  with  the  actual  expense 
of  burial,  siiall  be  i)aid  from  tlie  general  treasury.     In  all  other  cases  the

Sec.  2ii.  Ill  all  cases  aming  uuder  tlie  provisions  of  tliia  ulmpti^r,  III 
meillcal  examiner  simll  talse  flnirge  iif  aiij'  money  or  other  pnTsonal  pro 
erty  of  tlie  ileeeasetl,  found  upon  ur  nuar  tliu  iMxIy,  and  shall  deliver  til 
sftme  to  tlie  perHon  t'lititlwl  to  itscustody  or  possession  :  or  If  not  clnim 
by  sueli  person  within  sixty  diiys.  tlii-n  to  an  artmitiistnitor,  to  Iw-  udrnft 
istered  upon  according  to  law. 

Skc.  27.  A  medical  examiner  wlio  fraudulently  neglects  or  refuses  i 
deliver  any  such  property  within  three  days,  nftt^r  demand  upon  htm  tlieil 
for,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  two  years  or  lie  liiieil  not  exceodin 
five  hundred  dollars. 

■Skc.  2S.  The  fees  of  coroners  shall,  for  the  services  s])ccilied  in  It^ 
chapter,  be  as  follows,  namely  :  For  rect^iviug  and  HliliR  a  duly  atteste 
copy  of  the  record  of  an  autopsy,  fifty  cents  ;  for  every  page  of  two  liii] 
dred  words  of  written  testimony,  thirty  cents  ;  for  each  day's  attendant 
in  holding  the  inquest,  live  dollars  ;  for  the  recognizance  of  witni 
thirty-live  cents  ;  and  for  drawing  up  and  filing  a  report  in  court,  fli 
dollikrs.  Said  fees  having  been  audited  by  the  stat«  auditor,  upon  eortti 
cate  of  the  attorney-general,  shall  be  paid  by  the  geneml  treasurer. 

Skc.  Hi.  Each  medical  examiner  shall  receive  fei-s  aa  follows  :  For  a 
view  with<mt  an  autopsy,  four  dollam ;  for  a  view  and  au  autopsy,  thirty 
dollars  ;  and  for  travel,  at  the  Rite  of  ten  cents  a  mtle  to  the  place  of  view. 
He  shall  also  have  power,  in  case  of  an  autopsy,  to  employ  a  clerk  at  an 
expense  not  exceeding  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  actnal  service. 

sti  til  bvery  medical  examiner  shall  return  an  account  of  tiie  ex- 
penses of  ea(h  view  or  autopsy,  including  Ms  fees,  to  the  stat«  auditor, 
and  shall  iinnex  to  his  return  the  written  authority  imder  which  the 
autops>  was  made.  The  state  auditor  shall  audit  such  account  and  certify 
to  the  general  treasurer  what  items  in  siiiih  account  are  deemed  just  and 
reasonalile,  and  such  items  shall  be  pitid  by  said  treasuTcr  to  the  persons 
entitled  to  receive  the  same. 

Skc.  ;S1.  Medicalexaminersshall  in  the  books  provided  by  the  secretary 
of  state,  keep  a  record  of  all  views  of  1mkII«s  found  dead,  together  with 
their  view  and  autopsy  reports,  and,  on  the  Urst  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October,  shall  forward  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  Inianl  of  health 
attested  copies  of  such  records  of  views,  together  witli  the  view  reports 
and  conclusions  from  autopsies.  Should  the  commission  of  service  of  a 
medical  examiner  expire  before  the  end  of  a  quarter,  the  said  examiner 
shall  at  once  forward  to  the  said  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health  the 
records  and  reports  of  all  cases  unreported  at  date  of  expiration  of  said 
service.

or  cause  to  1>e  pre|>ared  from  tlie  said  returns  such  tabniar  results  as  wi 
render  them  of  practical  utility,  and  shall  make  report  thereof  annuull 
in  connection  with  the  report  of  births,  nmrriaKes,  and  deiitlis  ivipiired  li 
chajiterone  hundred. 
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
